Pageant Committee Appeals 
for Money Contributions 


From All St. Louisans. 


HE Executive and Finance Commit- 
T tees of the Pageant and Masque of 
St. Louis have announced that 
money is needed at ofice, and that a large 
fund is ‘to be raised by popular subscrip- 
tion. 

Contributions of $1 to $5, or of less than 
$1 or more than $5, according to the ability 
of the contributors, are asked by the com- 
mittees. 

The reason given by the committees ‘for 
asking the contributions is that St. Louis 
has undertaken the task of producing the 
Pageant and Masque, and must carry'it to 
successful completion. They declare that 
the Pageant and Masque, carried out on 
the full scale planned, with 7500 volunteer 
performers, will unite the different parts 
of the city, will teach the inspiring history 
of St. Louis and will infuse civic spirit 
into young and old. While the primary 
object is not advertising, those in charge 
believe that the Pageant and Masque will 
give the.city such advertising as could not 
be purchased for many times what the Pag- 
eant and Masque will cost—$125,000. 

A large part of the expense of the Pag- 
eant and Masque is preliminary expense, 
and thé committees point out that the 
money is needed now, for expenditures, 
through St. Louis workingmen and St. 
Louis business houses, for stage, seats, 
costumes and other immediate needs.

not a mask ball. Dictionary definitions fail to 
help the reader to an intelligent understanding 
of these words, as they are used in denoting the 
St. Louis production. 


The Pageant is a play, produced on a stage. 
The theme is the history of St. Louis.. The 
curved front of the stage on which it is pro- 
duced will-represent the St. Louis water front, 
end the spectators, sitting on Art Hill, will be 
looking, as it were, from the Illinois side of 
the Mississippi, across the river (represented 
by a part of the lagoon) upon early St. Louis. 

The Pageant (not including the Masque) is 
divided into three periods, or movements. The 
first begins with the time of the Mound Builders, 
or prehistoric Indians. The arrival of buffalo, 
and the transformation of the agricultural In- 
dians into a race of nomad hunters, is shown. 
Then the Indians of a later period appear, and 
later De Soto and his men, Joliet, Pere Marquette 
and La Salle. 


The Spanish and French Periods. 


HE second movement begins with the com- 
T ing of Pierre Laclede and his stepson, 

Auguste Chouteau, the founders of St. 
Louis. The settlers follow, and the Spanish and 
French periods of the city’s history are shown. 
The chief scene in this movement is the defense 
of the town by the Spaniards against the British 
and Indians in 1780, with the French school 
mistress, Mme. Rigouche, fighting beside. the 
men. Another striking scene is the singing of 
French Revolutionary songs in the streets by 
the “Sans Culottes,” local sympathizers of the 
French insurgents. The second movement ends 
with the “day of the three flags,” when the 
Spanish and American flags, within a short 
period, floated over St. Louis, the American flag 
going up to stay as the Louisiana Purchase is 
proclaimed. 

The third movement will be timed to begin as 
daylight is fading. In the twilight glow, the 
procession of pioneers will be seen passing west- 
ward—Lewis and Clark, Boone and his family, 
people, boats, wagons, horses and oxen. The 
General Pike, the first steamboat, steams up to 
the wharf. The visit of Gen. Lafayette, the 
dedication of the Old Cathedral, the return of 
Battery A from the Mexican War, and last, a 
torchlight procession in the bitter campaign of 
1860, are represented. The period of war is 
represented by a musical passage depicting strife, 
and the Pageant closes with the rews of peace. 


Throughout the Pageant, the principal figures 
will be speaking the words written for them by 
Stevens. These words are in part blank verse, 
and in part dramatic prose. The utmost effort 
will be made to make all the audience hear all 
the words. .If wind conditions are favorable, the 
management believes this can be done, for the 
Art Hill amphitheater is a natura] sounding 
board. But if a part of the audience fails to 
hear the words, or all the audience fails to 
hear a part of them, the pantomime will be so 
vivid that, it is believed, everyone will under- 
stand it. Author Stevens says it will be easier 
to follow than the ordinary motion picture 
scenario.

In the Pageant, each actor represents some 
definite character. In the Masque, the chief 
, actors represent tribes, peoples, spirits and forces 
' of nature. The e¢hief actor will be Saint Louis, 
clad in the armor of a crusader knight, and 
other principal figures will be Gold, the Missis- 
sippi River, Cahokia, representing the ancient 
Indian civilization, the Pioneers, the World Ad- 
venturers, the continents of the world and the 
cities of America, including Canada and Latin- 
American states. Music will have an important 
part in this symbolic interpretation. 

The Masque begiis with the figure of Cahokia, 
lamenting the dowr/.al) of the Mound Builders’ 
civilization, dreaming of the future and awaiting 
the coming of better things. The wild nature 
forces defy him, and Heat and Cold threaten to 
destroy him. But in answer to his petition, the 
spirits of the stars and of the Milky Way bid 
him ,to hope. Ther comes the Mississippi, bear- 
ing a star-child with a sword in his hand. 

The wild nature forces seek to overcome the 
child, but are held back in wonder by his glitter- 
ing sword. Then, as the approach of the discov- 
erers is heard, the wild nature forces retreat, 
and the nations enter. The star-child is chris- 
tened Saint Louis, and his mission of civilization 
is revealed. 


The Coming of the Pioneers. ~ 


HE second part of the Masque opens with 
A the coming of the Pioneers, who catl on 

Saint Louis, now grown to manhood, to 
lead them against the earth forces, led by Gold. 
A pioneer, selected by Saint Louis as a champion, 
wrestles with Gold, and is first overcome, but 
when the star is fixed upon his brow, he over- 
comes Gold. Gold withdraws, threatening to re- 
turn, and he does return after the arrival of 
the World Adventurers. With him he brings 
the War Demon, who engages in a mounted 
tcurnament, with lance and sword, with one of 
the World Adventurers. The demon is finally 
overcome, but Gold whirls him away. 

The wail of Poverty is: next heard, and the 
forms of Shame, Vice, Plague, Dumbness, Despair 
end Rebellion appear. A hooded figure is 
pointed out as their father, and Saint Louis un- 
masks this figure, showing him to be Gold. The 
despairing figures call on Saint Louis to save 
them, and he calls upon the cities of America 
to aid him. The cities, represented by their 
envoys,,then appear and join Saint Louis. Ima- 
gination points the way to victory, which is to 
come through Love, -represented by a child. 
Through the unifying influe a> of Love, Gold is 
conquered, and the League of American Cities 
is declared triumphant. 

The Masque, as written by MacKaye, is wholly 
in blank verse. The music includes a number 
cf original compositions, and the ancient hymn, 
“Veni, Creator,” (Come, O Creatcr) is intoned 
by the cowled figures who appear in one part of 
the symbolism. 

The figure of Cahokia, and the menacing fig- 
ures of Heat and Cold, will be gigantic dummies, 
whose lines will be spoken by men behind or 
inside. 


To Be Largest American Pageant. 


AGEANTS have been held by several cities ' 
p in England... The Pageant of London and 
Drama of Empire, at Crystal Palace in 
the summer of 1910, was the only one ever given 
on as large a scale as the St. Louis production. 
The Philadelphia Pageant, in 1912, was the larg- 
est which any American city has given, but the 
St. Louis Pageant and Masque is planned on a 
much larger scale. Boston and Duluth are two 
of a number of cities which are planning Pag- 
eants, and are watching the St. Louis Pageant 
closely. 

Seating and transportation arrangements are 
still to be made., The Pageant site is reached 
by the University, Union, Hamilton lines from 
the north, and by the Market line from the south. 
The stage is now under construction, and there 
is no better way to gain an idea of the Pageant’s 
proportions than to stand by the Saint Louis 
statue on Art Hill and look toward the stage 
framework. 

To gain an understanding of the historical 
and artistic meaning of the Pageant, a costume 
exhibit is being held in the Jefferson Memorial, 
open on Saturday and Sunday afternoons, and 
the Pageant costume shop, in the Kinloch Build-

Famous Southern Novelist Says 
Eugenics Is a Foolish Theory 
That Ignores Natural Law and 
Fnaat the Way for the Femin- 
ist Movement to Succeed Is 
the Way Which Woman Has 
Employed for Thousands of 
Years to Get Man’s Wages. 


NEW YORK, March 28. 
RS CO|RRA HARRIS, gifted Southern nov- 
M elist and character analyst, who has been 
in New York for a few weeks, arranging 
for the publication of more of her stories, ad- 
mits: she is shocked by what she has seen and 


heard. It is not so much the condition into which 
scciety, generally and humaniy speaking, has fall- 
en as the vagaries of those well-intentioned per- 
sons who have convinced themselves that the hu- 
man race is hanging-tremblingly over an abyss of 
so-called sex problems that must be solved be- 
fore the world can make further progress. 

Mrs. Harris, who wrote “A Circuit Rider's 
Wife,” “In Search of a Husband” and other strong 
stories, lives in a little suburb of Nashville, Tenn., 
what time she isn't passing amid the delightful 
pastoral surroundings of her birthplace in Georgia, 
which she is fond of referring to as “the valley.” 
To her, amid such surroundings, there is no sex 
problem and she believes that even to those whom 
it obsesses it is merely the figment of the imag- 

‘ination. The contemplation of a few good old- 
fashioned love marriages among dwellers in hap- 
py and contented homes she regards as an excel- 
lent antidote for that state of mind that sees the 
only hope of the human race in eugenics. 

As a practical science for the physical im- 
provement of the human race, eugenics does not 
impress Mrs. Harris favorably because it can- 
not be made to fit into the scheme of things. LOVE 
WON'T LET IT. In the course of an interview, 
Ciscussing her observations on this phase of 

‘social evolution, she assailed the eugenists as 
foolish persons who build their house on the 

‘sand, she said: 

“If a girl is taught that she must not marry a 
man if his chest is narrow, if his chin recedes too 
much, if his legs are bowed or if he is too tall or 
too short, or until he proves he is sane—which no 
lover can prove—nor if he has the diathesis of 
tuberculosis and not even if he escapes all these 
imperfections unless he has passed a physical ex- 
amination in morals—I say, if she is brought up 
this way she will be ashamed to look even a per- 
fect man in the face. Especially she will feel that 
he is also appraising her, not according to the 

| poetry of love, but trying to make up his biological 
mind as to whether she can pass her marriage cer- 
tificate in eugenics. 

/ “And how is a man to ask for a certificate of 
health from the parents of the girl he admires? 
He must do it before he commits himself as a 
lover, you understand. It will be too late after he 
has won her affections and become engaged to 
her. If her grandmother died insane, if her mother 
is a neurasthenic, if she proves a trifle flighty 
and hysterical, according to this theory of eu- 
genics he must abandon her. 

“The whole thing is futile as set forth in the 
present theory. The only way to insure the next 
generation physically is not with laws requiring 
health certificates from prospective parents, but to 
zet these advanced, newly virtuous women of the 
future intelligently interested in the bringing up 
of their children, so that the sons will be moral 
ar.d the daughters healthy. Then they can meet 
and marry one another without upsetting the order 
of things and without destroying those dear — 
lusions of love which are as necessary to every 
nation as any of its other virtues.

Corporations, trusts, 
interlocked directorates, municipal franchises, 
State and national policies, all must be changed 
when they become ‘questions’ in the public mind. 
It is a sign that our tariff laws were wrong, that 
our credit system was wrong, when they became 
questions. And the recent ‘tariff and currency 
bills were the result. 

“So, when the woman questéon arose, it was 
proof positive tuat something was wrong with the 
tvomen.

The facts on which the conviction was obtained 
were substantially those brought out by the Post-

multiplied acts of thievery concealed in each in- 
stance by the same sort of deceptive entries on the 
books leave no doubt as to intent. 

To balance the money appropriated to his own 
use, the ex-Treasurer credited himself with ex- 
cessive sims on payments for street improvements, 
for the redemption of bonds and bond coupons 
and for other special items of municipal expendi- 
ture.

Huge Vats Installed in Denver} 
and Reduction Process Is 
Tried Secretly. 


CHEAP METHOD PROMISED 


Hopes Held Out by‘ Experts 
Stimulate* Search for Carno- 
tite and Pitchblende. 


Specia) to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Colo., March 28.—‘‘Uncle 
Sam will be making his own radium by 
April 10,” is the promise of the experts 
from the United States Bureau of Mines, 
who will have charge of the new radium 
laboratory which has been built in Den- 
ver for the treatment of carnotite and 
pitchblende from the radium fields of 
Colorado. 

The utmost secrecy has been main- 
tained in installing machinery in the 
new radium laboratory which the Gov- 
ernment will run, in connection with the 
National Radium Institute. -The most 
famous American radium experts have 
contributed their knowledge to the pro- 
cesses which will’ be used in extracting 
radium from Colorado’s  radio-active 
ores. 

In order that no one may get the 
slightest knowledge of these processes 
in advance, Government guards have 
been stationed in the building day and 
night to keep out the curiously inclined. 
No one has been allowed to set foot in- 
side the doorway except the workmen 
engaged in installing the huge vats and 
machinery. These workmen have all 
been sworn to secrecy, and it would go 
ill with any of them caught with a 
camera in his possession. 

Many Big Vats Installed. 

The Government’s radium building has 
been under construction since last Jan- 
uary. at is an unpretentious, one-story 
structure, sheathed with corrugated 
iron. Many huge vats are installed in 
the building. These were filled with car- 
notite ores several weeks ago, and the 
steady dripping from the vats would 
indicate that the process which is to be 
used for treating these radio-active ores 
is not a dry method. 

It is claimed that, when the practi- 
cability of the new processés has been 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of those 
in charge of the work, the general meth- 
od will be made public. 

Since the discovery of enormous de- 
posits of carnotite in Western Colorado. 
the Bureau of Mines has been conduct- 
ing laboratory investigations in an of- 
fice building in Denver. The new proe- 
ess of extracting radium which has-bean’ 
discovered required the building of a 
Separate laboratory, equipped with 
heavy machinery, vats and devices; 
which could not be installed in an office; 
tullding:.. This. laboratory is the. only4 
building of its kind in. the “world.” It} 


is located in South Denver, adjoining 1 


the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad } 
tracks. The Denver & Rio Grande is 
the railroad nearest the carnotite fields 
of Western Colorado and Eastern Utah, 
where this rare mineral was discovered. 
Thus the Paradox Valley carnotite can 
be shipped directly to the laboratory 
of the Government at Denver. In fact, 
large shipments have been made, and 
have been stored in vaults, awaiting 
the. completion of the building where 
the ore is to be treated. 
U. §S. to Have First Chance. 

It has been necessary for the Govern- 
ment to construct its own laboratory 
for the reason that congressional re- 
strictions are about to be put on the 
mining of radio-active ores. These re- 
‘strictions make it necessary for the, 


prospector to give the Government the/| 


first chance to buy any radio-active ore 
that is discovered. If Uncle Sam is to 
be an ore buyer, it will be necessary for 
him to have a building for the reduc- | 


purchases. 
Mining men are interested in the an- 


nouncement that not only will the Gov- 
ernment .experts treat carnotite by a 
new precess, but that they will be able 
to extract radium easily and cheaply 
from pitchblende. Colorado also has 
the only pitchblende deposits of any 
magnitude in this country. They\are in 
Gilpin County, the oldest mining section 
cf the State. Pitchblende was discov- 
cred several years ago in some of the 
cldest gold mines in Gilpin County. 
These mines have been purchased by the 
Du Pont interests, and have been closed. 
awaiting further development and the 
discovery of a cheaper process of ex- 
tracting radium. 
Few Sacks Worth Thousands. 

Recently a shipment of several sacks 
cf pitchblende was made from these 
Gilpin County mines. Pitchblen@e, 
which ig the ore in which Mme. Curie 
first found radium, is a dark, greasy- 
looking substance, which comes in very 
slender streaks, but it intensely radio- 
active. A shipment 6f a few sacks rep- | 
resents thousands of dollars. 
Prospectors have been invading the 
carnotite fields of Western Colorado 
since the first of the year, intending to 
get ahead of any congressional with- 
rawal of the lands from entry. Snow 
is still on the ground. however, ang 
prospecting will not begin in earnest 
tor another week or two. Active search 
for pitchblende deposits has also been 
ttimulated, and the announcement of a 
cheap process for treating both these 
radio-active ores, such as the Govern- 
ment experts promise,, will mean a great 
rrospecting stimulus throughout the en- 
tire mineral-producing West.

Oklahoma Woman Says Con-. 
tentment of Peasants With 
Conditions Is Chief Point. 


SHE’ VISITED IN°. HOMES 


Began Work With U. S. Com- 
mission and Remained After 
Others Had Returned. 


Guten ‘ 


RINGLING, Ok., March 28.—'‘The Eu- 
ropean ana American agricultural prob- 
lems are not the same and cannot be 
treated the same; all we can do is to 
study their methods and try to get new 
ideas.’’ . 

After spending six months in Euro- 
pean countries, traveling as a member 
of the»American commission to study 
agricultural problems abroad, this is 
the opinion of Mrs. Charles E. Lahman 


the commission, authorized by the 
United States Congress. which visited 
Europe last summe1. She was appoint- 
ed by Gov. Lee Cruce of Oklahoma. 
Several members of Congress accom- 
panied the commission, which spent 6) 
days in an official investigation. ‘ Mrs. 
Lahman, however, remained abroad, do- 
ing some investigating on ‘her own ac- 
count-and studying .the socia] rural 
problem in particular. 

Until this time Mrs. Lahman has made 
no report as to her special investiga- 
tions excepting a verbal statement to 
Gov. Cruce immediately following her 
return. The work of the American 
commission consisted of four lines of 
investigation—co-operative agricultural 
finance, production, distribution” and 
rural life. The latter was supposeii to 
supply the test of the efficiency of tho 
systems which were investigated. It 
‘was this phase of the investigation that 
especially interested Mrs. Lahman. 


Difficult te Reach Details. 

“Rural life was the most difficult to 
investigate,”’ says Mrs. Lahman, “‘part- 
ly. from. lack of time and partly from 
the obvious impossibility of strangers 
and foreigners getting at the intimate 
details of the-life of a people whose 
language they could not speak. “’t was 
this phase to which I gave particular 
study and to which I devoted the extra 
months’ time.”’ 

Mrs. Lahman found‘her special’ inves- 
tigations extremely interesting. She 
visited government farms, estates of no- 
blemen, peasant holdings and dwellings, 
agricultural schools and experiment sta- 
tions in Italy, Hungary, Austria, Ger- 
many, Switzerland, Belgium, Holland, 
France, England, Wales and Ireland. In 
the homes of the peasants, visiting and 
eating with them, she was able to ob- 
tain the real human interest in their 
lives and léarn first hand the rural con- 
fitions ag _ they. ally exist. : 
“Generally. pase ng, the Government | 
and the aristocracy give aid to agricul- 
tural institutions, though the _ rural 
banks in some of these countries, Ger- 
many particularly, have been started by 
some worker for public welfare and ure 
maintained by the members themselves," 
says Mrs. am 

Soldiers Taught Farming. 

“In Italy the King has donated large 
sums of money to the agricultural] in- 
stitute.and has put into action many 
laws favorable to small farmers,’’ con- 
tinues Mrs. Lahman. “For instance, 
young men serving the compulsory term 
as soldiers.are,.in that three years’ 
time, given a practical agricultural ed- 
ucation and they return home at the end 
of their military service capable of 
making a better living from the land 
than were their #athers.

In Ireland the Government 
is building small, sanitary, stone cot- 
tages on small holdings and giving to 
the farmers of the Emerald Isle a 
chance to buy these and pay for them 
on easy terms. Of course, all these 
things are ‘made possible abroad by the 
peasant’s respect tor authority, for the 
upper classes and by his low standard 
of living. 

All Live Within Meager Means. 
“The average peasant in any’ country 
lives in a stone hut or. aggregation of 
houses of stone that.cannot burn down. 
The family uses and needs but.little fur- 
niture and what they have is frequently } 
an heirloom. He has farm carts that 
were built by his grandfather and he 
and his family have clothing made for 
warmth and wear, with no attempt 
whatever toward following style. His 
food is coarse and cheap, usually coffee, 
black bread, cheese, potatoes: and such 
vegetables as he cannot sell. 

“Among the European peasantry there 
is no aping of.the gentility in the mat- 
ter of-clothes, food or amusements—no 
etruggle whatever to. live beyond class 
means. The women and the cows work 
in the fields and the cheapness of labor 
permits of the utilization of every way-

SAN FRANCISCO, March %,—The 
trustees of Stanford Universitv have 
issued a statement of the revenue-bear- 
ing property of that school, which 
shows an endowment of $24,000,000, mak- 
ing the school second only to Harvard 
in this regard. 
" This is the first statement of the kind 
ever issued by the school, and includes 
all general and special funds, but not 
@n accounting of the school plant, 
which brings no revenue. Harvard's 
wealth is estimated at $27,441,000. Chi- 
cago is third, with $18,145,000. 
. Stanford’s income last year was §$1,- 
400,000. The biggest item of expense was 
professors’ salaries, the total being 
$425,000. As to income, the school ranks 
below several others, because no tul- 
tion is charged except a fee of $30 a 
year to studénts nonresident in Califor- 
nia, Several state universities exceed 
the Stanford revenue, but of similar 
schools Cornell has $2,487,000 a year; 
Pennsylvania, $1,905,000; Columbia, $1,- 
. 753,000; Yale, $1,658,000.

RUSH TO ARKANSAS| 


Yell County Prospectors Say Ore 
Runs as‘High as $90 
a Ton. 


MANY CLAIMS ARE TAKEN 


State Geologist, However,’ De- 
clares Formations Do Not In- 
dicate It’s Workable Field. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, March 28.—There 
may not be gold in Arkansas, but it 
would be difficult to make the old-time 
| prospectors who have been working 
many months in the southern portion of 
Yell County believe %. They say they 
have assays running as high as $90 a 
ton, and many declare the quartz and 
stone upon the surface of the moun- 
tains will assay high. 

Though the natives for the last 
years have believed there is gold in the 
mountains, theré .has been no rush _ in 
that section heretofore, but now all 
sorts of vehicles have been recruited to 
carry the prospectofs into the “gold 
region.” 

State Geologist John T. Fuller made 
a special trip to the fields, and, after 
walking over them for two days, de- 
clares ‘“‘the formation is not indicative 
of gold deposits.” He says the moun- 
tains are not of volcanic origin, the 
quartz ledges being forced up by the 
hot springs near by. 

But to make certain that he is cor- 
rect the State official is having speci- 
mens assayed. 

Gold miners, who have come from the 
West to prospect in Yell County, do 
not agree with Geologist Fuller and 
continue their search. 

“Discovered” 30 Years Age. 

Thirty years ago ‘Joe’ Ballew took a 
homestead in Yell County. He liked 


\| what he called the “‘glisten’’ in the rock 


and began prospecting. His methods 
were crude, but he selected 600 pounds 
ef the ore and crushed it. He obtained 
gold for which he received $17 at the 
Government mint in New Orleans. Bal- 
lew traded: his claim for another on 
which there is believed to be copper 
and is working it at odd times. 

. Recently John W. Scott, a former 
Rock Island Railroad engineer, took 
up @ claim near Bluffton, and has 
done much prospecting. He helped 
Sadoc Hilburn open a shallow shaft 
and took from it specimens he sare 
assayed $90.30 a ton. 

Scott has located on Railroad 
Claim, a mountain knob, declares it 
is as rich as any California district 
in the placer days. The Arkansas 
“gold-bearing”’ section ig 30 miles 
from a iailroad and its nearest post- 
office is Bluffton. 

Most of the land fs in the Goveia- 
ment forest reserve and can be taken 
up. Many are taking claims in the 
district, 

Lots of Ore in Sight. 

Prospectors estimate there are 380,- 
000 tons of ore running from $6 to 
$8 per ton on the Scott claim, and 


from the surface, those who have 
iooked it over assert it can be worked 
for at least $5 a ton. 

One of the large lumber roads has 
already sent prospectors into the 
fieids and if good reports are re- 
ceived, then electric roads will be 
built to the scene by the lumber com- 
pany.

MUNICH, March 2.—Residents of this 
city, at least a generous portion of them, 
are in a rebellious mood toward the po- 
lice because the guardians of peace and 
morals have decreed that Munichers 
must go home at 8 a. m.

The order really was issued about a 
year ago, and while most of the cafes 
observed it the “oppressedness’”’ did not 
become unbearable because the railway 
station restaurant was permitted to open 
at 3:30 and any one provided with a 
railway. ticket could find refreshments 
there. Then after 4a. m. many cafes be- 
gan to open for the day and the “bumm- 
ler,”” as the night nomad who goes about 
drinking beer or wine here and there: is 
known, could find many places for his 
entertainment until he cared to go home. 
Munichers have repeatedly called atten- 
tion to the police to the fact that some 
Berlin cafes do not begin their busy 
period ‘until 4 a. m. and that some of 
them are crowded at 7 a. m, 

Bat the police here \are stubborn and 
recently to enforce their order of early 
closing they visited the railway restau- 
rant and ordered all diners there to 
board the first train to the station, to 
which they had bought tickets. Many 
went on unexpected journeys that morn- 
ing.

No more foolish course could have 

been followed. It came at the psycho- 
logical moment of American revolt 
against the unclean drama. This spirit 
of revolt had been gaining in intensity 
for several years. It had begun to or-! 
ganize itself for effective action. The 
early season’s epidemic of . “brothel 
plays’’ in New York, followed by the 
booking of the most flagrantly offensive 
of these plays in other American citiés, 
gave the signal for open rebellion. 
I firmly belleve that ‘hundreds of 
thousands of American playgoers lave 
‘‘hoycotted”’ the theater entirely, in 
protest against this season's dramatic 
obscenities in New York and elsewhere. 
The financial losses of American play- 
houses all over the country justify this 
belief. Many good plays have suffered 
because of this resentment of evil plays. 
Uncertain, and properly apprehensive as 
to what they might encounter at the 
playhouses, great hosts of once constant 
playgoers have remained away from the 
Playhouses altogether. There has been 
a tremendous drift toward the moving 
pictures for entertainment. Play after 
play has. failed on the road. There has 
never been a season of such widespread 
wreckage. One or two of the richest 
and most powerful play-producers be- 
gan to predict all sorts of managerial 
smashups. It was agreed that the year’s 
showing of theatrical calamity would 
be without a parallel. And this show- 
ing,. now so near completion, already 
is unparalleled. The  play-magnates 
themselves confess the truth. ‘‘What is 
the matte. with the American stage?’ 
they ask--almost incredibly blind to the 
facts in the case. 

“The Lure” gives them their answer. 


Immediately following the close of the 
second act of “The Lure” at the Shu- 
bert Theater in St. Louis last Sunday 
night—the act then presenting a scene 
in ‘Madame Lockwood's” disorderly re- 
sort—a St. Louis playgoer who. himself 
is not in the least squeamish stqpped 
and spoke to me in passing out. 

“This is the most offensive scene I 
have ever witnessed in the theater.” he 
said. “It crosses the dead line of de- 
cency. If I had a daughter and she 
happened to attend this play and saw 
such a picture of life as is shown in 
this act, I should feel like taking the 
law into my own hands. There is no 
excuse for the staging of such a scene.” 

I mention this inejident because it 
helps to explain why so many American 
playhouses now are appealing in vain 
for that favor of the play-going public 
which once they so profitably possessed. 
They themselves, through the medium 
of such plays as “The Lure," have alien- 
ated this public. In this country it is 
folly to contend that the drama is for 
“sophisticated” persons alone. that it 
properly may descend into any or all 
of Life’s cesspools in its quest of 
ithemes for the public’s entertainment. 
American theaters are supported by 
women—the mothers, sisters, wives, 
daughters and sweethearts of the men 
who pay for the theater seats of their 
once so steady occupancy. American 
women are not “sophisticated” to the 
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“The Lare.”

And 
American men manfully resent the 
stage’s attempt to soil the clean minds 
of their women folk with the tenderloin 
smut of such stories. The presentation 
of such a play as “‘The'Lure” at a repu- 
table playhouse is an amazingly folly- 
stricken blunder, directly challenging 
the hostility of the decent millions of 
“family” playgoers without whose sup- 
port the theaters of this country may 
not exist. This is absolutely true. It 
is true even of New York City, as I 
told you last fall, quoting the very 
words of a man who himself is promi- 
nent in metropolitan play-producing cir- 
cles. “It is the family habit of going 
to the theater that supports our New 
York ‘playhouses,’’ this man said. ‘If 
we had to depend ,upon the ‘smart set’s’ 
patronage or upon transient visitors, or 
upon the appeal of daringly bold and 
startling plays, we would be bankrupt. 
The husband and wife who habitually 
seek one evening’s entertainment each 
week at the -theater—the young man 
who takes his sweetheart to the play— 
the little family parties—the thousands 
of women who attend matinee perform- 
ances—these constitute the public to 
which the American theater must look 
for its support. If this following is 
antagonized, the theater itself is marked 
for calamity.” 

There was a time—and not so far dis- 
tant in the past—when Httle heed would 
have been paid to such an utterance. 
Now, however, public sentiment demands 
that the popular protest against unclean 
and indecent plays shall be heeded. Play- 
goers are remaining away frotn the the- 
aters until decency is restored to the 
drama, This is the one Great Cause ‘of 
the disastrous season now so near its 
close. 


During the week just ended Prosectut- 
ing Attorney Sidener, urged to action 
by the Committee on Motals of the 
American Federation of Catholic So- 
cieties, compelled the withdrawal of 
“The Lie” ‘from the Shubert Theater.

Circuit Judge Thomas C. Hennings, 
in the three months he has acted as 
Judge of the Juvenile Court has found 
that 75 per cent of youthful offenders 
in St. Louls are repeaters, and has be- 


come convinced that a number of ir- 
ritable, nervous and abnormal afflic- 
tions in youth can be eliminated by, 
simple surgical operations.~° To this end 
yesterday he established a psychopath- 
ic department for the treatment of 
such in rooms 115 and 116 municipal 
courts building, where he expects the 
reformation of many children. can be 
obtained by minor surgical operations. 
In the time that he has presided over 
the Juvenile Court Judge Hennings has 
become convinced that the removing of 
adenoids, treatment of the eyes, ears 
and the giving of medical attention to 
other ailments of Young America may 
have a beneficial effect upon their con- 
duct. 

With the addition of this service to 
the city’s offenders, the Judge thinks 
that the Juvenile Court will be taking 
a step forward in the care of its boys 
and girls in their tender ages. 

After Judge Henning had requested 
hospital authorities to.equip rooms for 
the children’s treatment, no city physi- 
cian at the time was available to take 
charge of the work, so Dr. Lister Tu- 
helske, 465 North Taylor avenue, and 
Dr. H. J. Scherck, 4561 McPherson ave- 
nue, offered their services gratis. They 
hope to secure the co-operation of an 
eye, ear, nose and throat specialist. 
Judge Hennings got his idea of estab- 
lishing a psycopathic department here 
from Dr. Lilburn Merrill, who directs 
this work in Seattle. According to Hen- 
ning, Seattle, Chicago and St. Louis are 
the only cities known to carry on such 
work in connection shea the Juvenile 
Court. 


TRIES TO PROVE SATURN’S 
MOONS GO EAST TO WEST 


Astronomer at Pittsburg Is 
Studying Planet and Satellites 
in 13-Inch Telescope. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., March 28.—In an 
effort to verify the claims of J. H. 
Wayman, a local astronomer, that the 
moons surrounding the planet Saturn 
move from east to west instead of from 
west to east as is popularly supposed, 
Director Frank Schlesinger of the Al- 
legheny Observatory here is making 
observations of Saturn and its moons. 
Wayman claims that with a five-inch 
telescope and\an erecting eyepiece he. 
has found that Titan, one of Saturn’s 
moons, travels with a retrograde mo- 
tion. He says the other moons revolve 
similarly on their orbits. 
Director Schlesinger was se impressed 
with Mayman’s claims that he is mak- 
ing thorough observations with the 13- 
inch telescope in the Allegheny Ob- 
servatory. He will announce his find- 
ing in a few days.

Secretary’s Brother Says Nebras- 
ka Democratic Candidate 
Must Be Progressive. 


OMAHA, Neb., March 28.—“is Charles 
W. Bryan, brother of William J. Bryan, 
preparing to become a candidate for 
Governor in Nebraska?’’ is a question 
that is worrying Nebraska Democracy. 
. Brother Charies is demanding that a 
‘progressive’’ Democrat be named as the 
candidate. He has stated to close friends 
that so anxious is he to see a progress- 
ive candidate that in order to insure 
having one of that class he himself will 


enter the ring “if necessary.”’ And on 
top of this, it is said, he has encour- 
aged every progressive candidate who 
has offered himself. G. W. Berge was 
the first Democrat to announce his can- 
didacy for the office. Berge for years 
has been a Bryan man and in a former 
campaign he received the support of 
both William J. and Charlies W. Bryan 
because of his progressive principles. 
Now, however, he “won't do’’ at all. 
Thompson Supported Bryan. 
William Thompson, who has always 
stood very close’ to the Bryans, . has 
supported William J. in every campaign, 
and has received the support of the 
Bryans in more than one fight, is un- 
able to secure the support of C. W. 
Bryan now that he wants to-run for 
Governor. He is “not sufficiently pro- 
gressive.”” Gov. Morehead, the present 
incumbent, with a reputation as the 
most progressive and best Governor 
Nebraska ever had, cannot secure the 
support of the Bryans for a second 
term. No reason is given. The Bryans 
don’t want him. é 
C. W. Bryan is not as popular in Ne- 
braska as-is his brother and not every 
Democrat who would support the Sec- 
retary of State would vote for his 
brother. .Especially. in a primary elec- 
tion. There are many Democrats who 
would cast their full strength against 
C. W. Bryan, but if there. should be 
several candidates in the field, Bryan 
probably would win the nomination. 
If he were nominated, most of those 
Democrats would oppose him in the 
election. 
Republicans Are Split. : 

But whether the nominee be C. W. 
Bryan, or another Democrat, he is very 
sure to be elected. There is something 
more that a possibility that the two 
wings of the Republican party will get 
together on naming a candidate, but 
there is not the slightest possibility that 
the Progressives will come in with them. 
Nebraska Republicans split into three 
sections instead of only into two as in 
other States. In Nebraska there are 
Republicans, Progressive Republicans 
and Progressives. Next week the Re- 
publicans and Progressive-Republicans 
are to hold a ‘get-together’ meeting. 
But if a Standpat Republican secures 
the nomination, thousands of Progres- 
sive Republicans will bolt him, 
a Progressive-Republican is named in 
the primary, not all stand-pat Repub- 
licans will give him loyal support. 

And regardless of the complexion of 


candidate, the ,real Progressives will 
have their owl candidate to support. 
With the Republican party in that con- 
dition, there is small chance for any 
other than a Democrat to be elected. 


KANSAS HIRES TRAIN TO 
EXHIBIT ITS PRODUCTS 


Special of Eleven Cars Will 
Make Tour of East Begin- 
‘ ning April 12. ‘ 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 28.—The 
Eastern part of the United States is tv 
be given a chance to see with its own 
eyes how Kansas fared last year—the 
worst crop year in more than a decade. 
An all-steel train of 11 coaches 
carry exhibits -of agricultural and in- 
dustrial products through the East and 
230 persons are to pay $135 each for the 
privilege of going along and telling how 
hard times are in Kansas, with a wheat 
crop of more than 100,000,000 bushels in 
prospect. 

The train will make stops:in St. Louis, 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, Wash- 
ington, Chicago, .Cleveland and other 
Northern and Eastern cities. At Wash- 
ington, President Wilson, Vice-President 
Marshall, Speaker Clark and the Kansas 
délegation in Congress will receive th: 
tourists.

PRESCOTT, Ariz... March 2.-—Ten 
years in the Federal prison at Atlanta. 
Ga., is to be the penalty for the sin 
committed in the name of a tribe's deity 
by four young Navajo Indians of Ari- 
zona. They murdered a medicine man, 
Gi Shin Beta, because they believed the 
arts he practiced upon the sick “were 
shot with witchcraft born of ‘the devil,” 
resulting in the death of two patients 
who never recovered from the uncanny 
epell cast over them. 

The murder was committed by order 
of the chief without knowledge or fear 
of the white man’s law and in the name 
of the Great Spirit. 

Natani Bezab, Hoskay Oho Neeth, 
Natch We No and Bitsie No Dozie were 
found guilty after a trial fraught with 
difficulty and delay. The defendants 
never hed learned even a smattering of 
the English language, making it neces- 
sary to translate every question and 
answer. The jury consisted of white 
men. 

Parole for Bitzsie No Dorzfe. 

 Bitsie No Dozie did not actively par- 
ticipate in the crime and was told by 
the Court that a parole or pardon would 
be recommended for him within a short 
time. 
A young woman of the Navajo eee 
was afflicted with tuberculosis. Her 
parents sent a messenge” for Gi -Shin 
Beta, who had a reputation ror healing 
the sick and casting out devils. He had 
also a black spot en his long record. 
Four years ago.he attended a young 
woman fl) of a similar disease and was 
said to have cast a spell over her from 
which she never recovered. 

The girl was found in a dying condi- 
tion. The four men charged with mur- 
der and others of the community waited 
without while the “treatment” was 
being administered. The medicine man 
went out and consulted the agars when 
he noted her condition. Returning he 
said that he had seen a large wheel in 
the heavens and two men shoveling 
ashes into the center of it. This meant 
there was no hope far her recovery. 

Black Spot Over Heart. 

After she died a black spot was found 
over her heart, and her father instant- 
ly divined that the medicine man had 
shot an arrow of withcraft through her 
body, thereby causing her death. He 
consulted his friends and the belief be- 
came general in the Indian camps that 
Gi Shin Beta possessed a “body full of 
devils.” 

In the former case he had cast a spell 
over the young woman that lasted for 
many days. He was importuned to take 
it away but: he steadfastly refused, 
holding that he had no power to do It. 
Another medicine man was called and 
after examining the girl he confirmed 
the beliefs of the other Indians that, 
could the spell be removed the girl 
would reeover. This was recalled and 
Gi Shin Beta was informally sentenced 
to die. 

Conforming to an unwritten Jaw of the 
tribe and in the belief that they were 
doing their fellow-men a justice, the 


“=i four young Indian braves went to the 


mountain lodge of Gi Shin Beta, took 
him from the house and killed him with 
an ax. They left the body in the yard 
and there it remained for séveral hours. 
A friend of the f came along later 
and rolled it into a ditch. 

Tribal Beliefs Explained. 

In defense of their act the four In- 
dians told of the peculiar belief of the 
tribe with reference to those who prac- 
ticed black arts.among them and de- 
clared that their own lives were jn dan- 


g ger from such practices. The Govern- 


ment, on the contrary, produced some 
sea ws showing there had been ill feel- 
between Gi Shin Beta and Natini 
. ab over a piece of land and a fence, 
the title to which was in controversy. 
This evidence was strengthened by the 
fact that Bezab himself struck the 
blows with the ax that killed the medi- 
cine man 
After the crime the four men went to

GIRL TEACHER SLAIN 
BY BOY; 10, WOM 
SHE HAD EXPELLED 


Youth Confesses After Body Is 
Found Near Road Leading 
to His Home. 


EVIDENCE OF HARD FIGHT 


Pastor’s Daughter Was on Way 
to See Youth’s Parents About 
His Reinstatement. 


UTICA, N. Y., March 28.—The body of 
Miss Lydia Beecher, 20 years old, daugh- 
William A. 
Beecher of Sennett, and a teacher in 
the high school at Poland, 12 miles 
north of this city, was found back of a 
clump of willows this morning. The 
beaten on the head and had been at- 
tacked. 

Eugene Gianni. 15 years old, and a 
former pupil of the teacher, who is tn 
the County Jail at Herkimer, has con- 
fessed to the murder. He at first de- 
nied all knowledge of the crime. 

Miss Beecher left her boarding house 
about 7:30 o'clock last evening to mail 
fa letter. A searching party was being 
organized this morning when word came 
that Henry Fitch, a farmer living near 
Poland, had found her body. While on 
his way to the milk station, Mr. Fitch 
saw traces of blood in the snow. A 
broken fence nearby and the track of 


toward the willows caused him to fol- 
low the trail. At the edge of the swamp 
the body of the missing teacher was 
found. 

There was a wound on her forehead 
and finger marks on her throat. 

' Had Expelled Boy. 

Miss Beecher had young Gianni, who 
is an Italian, expelled for misconduct 
two years ago. At the time he made 
threats to ‘‘get even’’ with her. The 
boy recently returned to his home in 
Poland, after serving some time in St. 
Vincent’s Industrial School at Utica 
on a minor charge. He sought rein- 
statement in Miss Beecher’s schoo] and 
was seen talking with the teacher after 
she left her boarding house last night. 

Young Gianni was not about the ham- 
let this morning, but,a few hours later 


Gianni admitted, it is said, that he 
met Miss Beecher last night, talked 
with her and asked her to visit his fa- 
ther and make arrrangements for his 
return to school. He said he walked to 
her boarding house with her after that 
and then went to his own home. 

“I went down to the village later 
on an errand for my father,” said 
the youth tn his first statement on the 
murder, “and came back and went 
to bed about 9 o'clock. The reason 
I went to Newport was that I had 
planned to go to Herkimer and see 
the moving pictures, today. I thought 
I would take a day off.’ 

Gianni’s father corroborated the 
youth in these statements. He said 
it was nothing unusual’ for the boy 
to leave his home and go to Newport 
and other places. 

No questioning on the part of the 
authorites at first could weaken the 
story of the youth in any way. He 
was sorry to hear Miss Beecher had 
been killed, he said, and declared he 
was her friend and woul@ do no 
harm to her under any conditions. 

Before she left her boarding house 
last evening Miss Beecher told Mr. 
Countryman that she was going to 
the Gianni home to have a talk with 
the boy’s parents about having .him 
return to school. She said the youth 
had requested her to do this. Her 
body was found near the road that 
led to that home. 

Sigus of Struggle Found. 

A little .beyond the village Miss 
Beecher apparenfly was attacked by 
her companion and it was there the 
death struggle was commenced. There 
is evidence that the fight was a des- 
perate one and that she was probab- 
ly murdered there. The ground a}l 
about the place was trampled and 
there were traces of blood and im- 
prints of struggling feet of the 
knees when one of the two was 
forced to the ground and then of 
the body of the young woman as the 
murderer overcame her and felled 
her to the earth. Her hat, raincoat, 
umbrella, back comb, hairpins, 
glasses and portions of her dress 
were found. :These were trampled in 
the snow and over them and around 
them were splashes of blood. Later 
her slayer had dragged her from the 
road into the little swamp.

OPIUM 1S SEIZED 


Hop Alley Jarred When Govern- 
ment Men Take Lee Mow Lin 
and Aid. 


FIREARMS ARE FOUND, TOO 


Material Worth $1000 Confis-| 
cated—Evidence of Much 
Smoking Discovered. 


‘Che slow-moving life In Hop Alley 
was jarred yesterday afternoon when 


revenue agents arrested Lee Mow 


Lin, 60 years old,, with his assistant, ' 


Lee Hay, and charged them with 
manufacturing 
purposes. 

In Lin's establishment at 17 South 
Sighth street, where he holds a Fed- 
eral liquor license under the name of 
Quong On Long, about $1000 worth of 
pure opium, distributed in 30 or 40 
voxes; one large pan of cooked opium 
ready for the refining process, a 
four-gallon jar of opium in the proc- 
ess of maceration, a two-gallon pan 
of the same and small portions of 
crude opium were found and confis- 
cated. 

The raid was directed by Charles 
R. Bradley, chief of -the special 
agents in the local customs depart- 
ment, and L. G. Nutt, chief of the lo- 
cal revenue agents. They had re- 
ceived a “tip” about the contraband 
opium. Assisting them were Deputy 
Revenue Agents Ernest Langley, W. 
H. Fowle and W. &. Larner. 

Small Arsenal KOund. 

The raid was madc at 2 p.m. At 
that hour business in Hop Alley is 
flourishing. The agents walked sud- 
denly into the first floor of Lin’s 
establishment, where Lin, in a vivid 
green sweater, was waiting on a cus- 
tomer. Silently he submitted to ar- 


opium for smoking | 


rest. Then Bradley and Nutt began 
an inspection. In the rear of the 
first floor they fourd a Chinese re- 
clining on a rosewood box, with two 
half-pound boxes of gunpowder fora 
pillar. Further back were two heavy 
revolvers, several rifles, knives and 
many cartridges. 

On the second floor a sick Chinese 
“Don't takee me,” he said. “Me 
dvee pletty quick.” He was allowed 
to remain. ' 

On the third floor Lee Hay was 
macerating opium in a huge pan. See- 
ing th officers he dashed the mixture 
out of the rear window on to a one- 
story. building below. <A search re- 
vealed the opium in cans, about 11 
ounces being in each can. Two of the 
30 cor 40 cans were stamped with im- 
ported marks, showing they § had 
been brought into the country before 
the law prohibiting the importation 
of opium. was passed. 

Besides the opium, pipes for its 
use, Opium lamps, and a large num- 
ber of little one-pronged forks used 
in raking out the yenshes, or refuse, 
from the pipe, were found. A large 
bag of yeftshee, weighing several] 
pounds,-was confiscated. Nutt said 
this indicated that a tremendous 
amount of opium smoking had been 
gOing on. This yenshee fs collected 
after the smoking and used to add 
tang to fresh opium 

Woman’s Note Is Found. 

Nutt also found seevral notes ask- 
ing for the drug in from 25-cent to 
$10 lots. One note read: “Please 
send me 25 cents worth immediately. 
Eva.” 

After Lin’s arrest he turned over a 
pile of money to a countryman in the 
shop. 

Although only about $1000 worth 
of opium was found if the manufac- 
turer’s dugy of $300 a pound had been 
paid, its value would have paen in- 
creased at least £30,000. 

If Lin and Hay are convicted of. 
manufacturing’ the opium without a 
license for smokihg purposes, they 
will be liable to a $10,000 fine, or five 
years in prison, or, both’ 

Lin has _ been ’in business in St. 
Louis more than 30 years, and is said 
to be the most wealthy Chinese here.

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FARM TOL TABLE 
UIDE ARRANGED 
BY POSTMASTER 


List:of Those Who Would Sell 
to Consumers to Be. Sent to 
Every Home. 


Farm-t6-tablé shipments of butter, 
éggs, vegetables and fruit by parcel 
post, may help to reduce.the cost of 
living for St. Louis . consumers this 
spring.and summer, under a plan an- 
nounced yesterday by Postmaster Selph. 

The present parcel post rates and the 
weight limit, 50 pounds within the first 
two zones, make it possible for St. 
Louisans to get farm produce direct 
from growers in Missouri, Illinois, Ar- 
kansas, Oklahoma and Iowa, without the 
intervention of the middleman. The dif- 
ficulty is that most city residents do not 
know where to send for the supplies. 

To meet this difficulty Postmaster 
SéIph has decided to prepare and 
distribute throughout the city a list of 
farmers who will ship produce by par- 
cel post on receipt of the price. To 
get the names for this list he has sent 
bulletins to ‘rural postoffices, asking 
that farmers who wish to be on the 
list’ send in their names. 

Lists for All St. Louisans. 

One thousand such bulletins were sent 
out yesterday, mostly to postoffices in 
Missourl. Within a week or 10 days, 
Sélph believes, he will have enough 
names and addresses to print his first 
list. This list, printed at the Govern- 
ment’s expense, will be distributed, as 
a starter, in 15,000 to 20,000 St. Louls 
homes by letter carriers. “The homes 
will all be in a certain district, to be 
selected by the Postmaster. 

If the consumers make the use of the 
list the Postmaster expects, it will be 
expanded and its distribution will be 
extended over the whole city. 

When the mail order business gets to 
working well, Selph believes a large 
cold storage room in the Central Post- 
office building will be needed. He has 
a room which will serve the purpose, 
and he has written to Washington for 
authority to advertise for bids for 
equipping it as a refrigerator room.

The site is really ideal, being oppo- 
site Benton Park, and all that is re- 
quired to make the achool @ real orna- 
ment te the locality is suitable build- 
ings. Surely the city is rich enough to 
provide the right sort of schoolheuses 
for its youth. The Mothers Club and 
Patrons Association are going to keep 
pegging away at this matter until we 
accomplish our object.” 

Mrs. James McGowan, 43139 Texas 
avenue, vice-president, is one of the 
hardest workers in the club. She 
said: 

“That school ts in a terrible con- 
dition. I regard it as a regular fire- 
trap, and if it ever caught fire there 
isn’t one chance in ten of the chil- 
dren on.the upper floors getti.g out 
alive. The boilers are located at the 
foot of the main staircase, and in 
case of an explosion thig would cut 
off that exit. Of course, there are 
fire eacapes. But there were fire 
escapes at the M. A. C., too. Be- 
sides, the sanitation of the puildings 
te not what it should be The school 
should be pulled down,” 

Prineipal Nants stated that he 
highly approved of the civic pride 
and progressive spirit the Mothers’ 
Club ts showing in this matter. The 
club, he said, had been discusaing the 
project for over two years. They 
hold regular meetings once a month, 
in the kindegarten room after school 
hours, and have an active member- 
ehip of 160 mothers. 

“Tl think in case of fire,” Nants 
explained, “we .could get every pupil 
out of the buildings quickly and 
without loss of life. They are given 
@ fire drill three times a day as a 
part of their fegular dismissal.”

_ Gerold is the first of the indicted 
sity officials convicted as a result 
of.an exhaustive investigation by the 
Post-Dispatch, extending over several 
months, into municipal conditions in 
Hast St. Louis.

KELVEY OVER 
STORE COLLAPSE 


Coroner’s Verdict, However, 
Fails to Fix Blame and Calls 
It Accident. 


A Coroner’s jury yesterday returned 
a verdict of accident in the case of the 
seven deaths caused by the collapse 
of the St. Louls Seed Co. store, 4ll 
Washington avenue, on which the west 
wall of the burned Missouri Athletic 
Club building fell, March 17. 

The inquest continued 10 days and the 
jury considered its verdict two hours 
and 40 minutes, It accompanied its ver- 
dict with this written statement: 

“While we have reached a _ verdict 
of accident in this case, we feel the 
Building Commissioner and his assist- 
ants should be censured for their. poor 
judgment in permitting anyone to enter 
the St. Louis Seed Co. building after 
the Missouri Athletic Club fire. and 
until all danger from the collapse of 
walis had elapsed. 

“Furthermore, we believe that explicit 
laws should be passed as to whose duty 
it should be to remove bodies after any 
calamity. We also believe that ex- 
plicit rules or laws should state whose 
duty it is to see that proper regulations 
as to the surroundings of a fire or 
other wreck be maintained. 

“While it -may not have been the 
Building Comimissioner’s duty to clear 
out these ruins, nevertheless, after 
assuming this duty, and that volun- 
tarily, he assumed the concomitant re- 
sponsibility.” 

The verdict was signed by Coroner 
Padberg and the members of the jury, 
Max Tamm, Walter M. Lowry, James 
R. Frazier, Edward J. Lawler, Wil- 
liam A. Giraldin and Charles H. Buett- 
ner. 

McKelvey Admits He Gave Order. 

The seven killed in the seed store col- 
lapsé were Charles L. Gryder, Walter 
Spaulding, William Davidson, George 
Nickloff, Frank Weber and an unidenti- 
fled white man supposed to be O. Ball, 
who were killed in the collapse, and 
Thsmas Burke, who was rescued alive 
after being buried 39 hours, but who 
died at the city hospital a few hours 
later. 3 

The Coroner recalled McKelvey near 
the end of the inquest to ask him wheth- 
er he had given an order at 7 p. m. 
on the day of the accident that the men 
should stop work in the ruins. He said 
that, owing to exhaustion from his work 
on the M. A. C. ruins, he was excited 
and hardly responsible at the time, but 
that he supposed he had given such an 
order. Firemen testified Friday that he 
had done so. Several bodies, at that 
time, were in the seed store ruins and 
Burke was alive. 


Diamond Presented to MeKelwey at 
Testimonial Banquet. 
One hundred and fifty friends of Build- 


ing Commissioner McKelvey met in M:2- 
Tague’s cafe last night at a testimonial 
to him for his work at the Missouri 
Athletic Club and St. Louis Seed Co. 
disasters. Following speechmaking,. a 
diamond stud was presented to McKel- 
vey. 

The banqueters, many city officers, 
contractors and representatives of 
amusement enterprises, were called upon 
for talks by Charles W. Bates, former 
City Counselor, who acted as toastmas- 
ter. President Samuel B. McPheeters 
of the Police Board was the principal 
speaker. 

McPheeters likened McKelvey to Capt. 
Lynch, who lost his life in the Day Rub- 
ber Co. fire. He said, following the M. 
A. C. fire, if anyone wished to see Mc- 
Kelvey he was found at “the end of 
the line.’”” He declared he never wit- 
nessed more splendid heroism than Me- 
Kelvey displayed; that for weeks he 
was constantly on the scene of the dis- 
asters, listening patiently to suggestions, 
and that everything he did was done 
after the opinion of all city officers 
upon the scene was obtained, even to 
the opening of the St. Louis Seed Co.’s 
store. 

McKelvey, in response, said he did not 
believe he deserved all this praise. He 
said he had worked under a great men- 
tal strain, however, as he had heard 
many unjust criticisms.

For French to go and 
Seely, whose fatuousness caused the 
whole trouble, to remain, would evoke 
an outburst of indignation on all sides, 
and the Government journals today are 
practically unanimous that under any 
circumstances it would be better that 
Seely should go. Even the Westmin- 
ster Gazette, the Government organ, 
most closely in touch with Mr. Asquith, 
now shares this view. 

If Seely retires, his.successor probably 
will be Lewis V. Harcourt (whose wife 
was Miss Mary Burn of New York, niece 
of the late J. Pierpont Morgan), known 
to be strongly ambitious for the post. 
Burns always has taken profound inter- 
est in army matters, and frequently 
spends his holidays camping with so!- 
diers at maneuvers. 

The militant suffragettes of London 
bave prepared for a demonstration to- 
morrow. 

Party leaders are conferring in Lon- 
don and urgent summonses have been 
sent to all members to attend. If the 
outcome of the crisis is to be a general 
election in the near future, the radical 
wing of the Liberal party will form a 
close alliance with the Labor party, the 
coalition crystalizing its platform tinto 
the battle cry “The aristocrats against 
the people.”’ 

Panama Debate Forgotten. 

The King’s’ actions and attitude 
during the crisis are gradually be- 
coming known. The attacks of the 
radicals and laborites on the King 
for his alleged interference in polH- 
tics have subsided. 


Gough Wires “I Will Not Be a Politi- 
cal Pawn.” 


DUBLIN, March 28.—Brigadier-General 
Gough, who brought back from London 
written assurance from the War Office 
that officers in his brigade, stationed at 
the Camp in the Curragh of Kildare, 
will not be ordered to serve against the 
Ulster Covenanters, telegraphed from his 
headquarters this morning to a relative 
in England this message: “I will not 
be a pawn in any political game.” The 
officers at the Curragh were silent to 
questions asked by reporters, and seemed 
generally subdued. 

T. P. O’Connor will have a special ar- 
ticle in Sunday’s issue of the Freeman’s 
Journal pointing out that Gen. Gough’s 
letter, which produced the crisis, was 
dictated to him by London Tory law- 
yers. O’Connor says that on Friday it 
was known that either Seely or Lioyd- 
George would resign; that it is known 
that secret information is being con- 
veyed to the Unionist party by Govern- 
ment officials; that the movements of 
the troops at the last week-end was 
tipped off to the Unionist leaders, and 
hence originated the Unionist story of 
a Government plot to crush Ulster.

DENMARK REFUSES | 
T0 APPROVE NEW 


Its: Foreign Office Wants to 
Secure Better Terms Regarding 
Arbitration. 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark, March 
28.—Tomorrow there will be no treaty 
between the United States and Den- 
mark, as the Danish Senate today 


arbitration treaty and the Danish 
Government has refused the proffered 
renewal of the old one made by the 
United - States. 

The Danish Foreign Office today 
said the Government was ready to 


for the adjustment of disputes be- 
tween the two countries, as suggest- 
ed by the State Department at Wash- 
ington to the Danish .legation, but 
doesn’t want to continue the present 
treaty, as it desires to secure better 
terms regarding arbitration. 


State Department Surprised by Action 
of Danish Senate. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—The re- 


fusal. of.the Danish Senate to approve 
the Danish-American . arbitration 
treaty greatly surprised State De- 
partment officials, although no com- 
ment was forthcoming in advance of 
formal notices of the action. 


That the treaty might be rejectea 
by the United States Senate because 
of the consistent attitude°of the Sen- 
ate against all general arbitration 
treaties, or those which did not ex- 
pressly except from compulsory ar- 
bitration questions involving the na- 
tional honor, matters of State legis- 
lation and affecting the Monroe Doc- 
trine, had been deemed a possibility. 

Secretary Bryan recently addressed 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations in support of this treaty. 
While some objections developed 
among the committee members, it 
was said that this could be overcome 
by slight amendment and that the 
Senate could be induced to accept the 
principle of unlimited arbitration, 
which it had formerly rejected. 

Made at Denmark’s Request. 

The action.of the Danish Senate was 
a genuine .surpirse for the; reason, 
that, as stated on the authority of 
Secretary Bryan. himself, this treaty 
was made at the request of the Gov- 
ernment of Denmark, which made a 


sisitiay treaty with ‘ttaly. 

Secretary Bryan realized that, while 
it might not be timely to enter Into 
such treaty relations with the great 
Powers, there wag every reason why 
the United States should test unlim- 
ited arbitration with all of the 
smaller nations, He felt that this 
gave an easy approach to the ulti- 
mate settlement of all international 
disputes by arbitration.

The Union Electric Light and Power 
Co., for 11 years past, has been ex- 
empted by-+the city authorities from 
paying city taxes on a personal prop- 
erty assessment listed as franchise 
which at present amounts to $6,000,000. 
This exemption has been granted so far 
as city officials have been able to deter- 
mine, for the reason that the company 
pays the city 5 per cent of its gross 
earnings under the Keyes ordinance. In 
that time, it is estimated, if the city had 


forced‘ payment, a total of $601,340 per- 
siziea] property tax would have pee 
paid, ; 
Comptroller Player has informed City 
Assessor Schramm that,- so far as he 
can learn, this exemption is not required 
or sanctioned by law. Schramm told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday that 
he would consult City Counselor Baird 
this week, to learn whether the city has 
the right to make the assessment, and 
whether it can make a claim for the 
back taxes, from 1903 to 1913, inclusive. 
The City Board of Equalization is 
now .in session, and the matter will 
probably be placed before the board in 
a few days. In the meantime,. Schramm 
intends. to make sure that there is no 
court decision exempting the corpora- 
tion from paying these city taxes. He 
agrees. with the Comptroller that no 
such exemption appears in the law. 
The Union Electric Co. paid taxes last 
year en the following assessments: Real 
estate, $1,323,360; personal property item- 
ized $983,460. A merchants’ license was 
paid also to the License Collector, and 
under the Keyes ordinance the city re- 
ceived $147,478 as 5 per cent of the gross 
earnings of the company in 1913. 


Payments to the City. 


‘On its assessed property the Union 
paid taxes at the following rates: State 
of Missouri, 19 cents; St. Louis Schoc] 
Board, 60 cents, and city of St. Louis, 
$1.48, or a total of $2.22 on the $100. 

The Union paid no taxes to the city on 
its,;assessed property, listed at $5,000,009 
under the caption, ‘‘franchise.”’ It paid 
the city rate of $1.48 on the $100 on its 
realty assessment and on $983,000 of per- 
gonal property, itemized as money in 
bank, securities in the treasury, ma- 
chinery, horses, wagons, office fixtures, 
etc. On the “‘franchise’’ assessment, th2 
TWnion paid taxes of $39,500 to the State 
and School Board and at the city rate 
of $1.43 would have paid $71,500 to the 
city, according to Comptroller Player. 

City hall records show that in the 
same period of time the Union company 
paid in $1,182,276, under its franchise 
agreement to give the city 5 per cent 
of its gross earnings for the privilege 
of using public streets for poles and 
conduits. Deducting the $601,840 of per- 
sonal property taxes exempted under the 
practice established in 1903, the com- 
pany’s net payments to the city under 
the & per cent agreement was $580,436 
in 10 years, or less than 2% per cent 
of its gross earnings. 

Ben Schnurmacher, chief counsel] for 
Union Electric, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday that he did not know 
whether there was: any: legal authority 
for the tax exemptions enjoyed by the 
Union and that he did not know how 
the exemption first came to be allowed. 
“T-have not given the matter the slight- 
est consideration,’’ said Schnurmacher, 
“because it has never been called to my 
attention.”

Rules have been adopted to govern 
the play of teams. in the Post- 
Dispatch Public School Baseball 
League, the first games of which 
are scheduled to be played Saturday, 


April 11. 

To avoid charges of “ringing” in 
connection with the playing of any 
pupil who has just entered school, it 
has been decided to make eligible 
only students who have attended a 
public school.at least 10 weeks prior 
to the opening games of the sched- 
ule. This time limit was named be- 
cause cases are on record of boys re+ 
entering school after an absence of 


two or three years simply for the 
purpose of playing with the baseball 
team 


A pupil, whose parents move dur- 
ing the baseball season or who for 
some other reason is forced to trans- 
fer schools, will not be deprived from 
playing after the transfer. It has 
been decided to permit such a pupil 
to play the remaining games after 
his transfer with the school of which 
he was a members at the beginning 
of the season, : 


To Prevent Transfer of Stars. 


In making this rule the fact was 
taken into consideration that a play- 
er of exceptional ability might be 
transferred from one school to an- 
other. If this player had aided his 
original school ft is believed that it 
is only fair that he should continue 
his services with the same school. 

Rule 8 permits a pupil to transfer 

hig services to a new team in the 
event of his transfer from one school 
to another, provided he comes up to 
the eligibility requirements as stated 
in Rule 1. 
Arguments arising over the umpire 
question in former years are expect- 
ei ta be eliminated by carrying out 
Rule 4. This year it will be neces- 
sary for the managers of op posing 
teams to agree upon one or two um- 
pires at least 24 hours before the 
game is scheduled to be played. The 
schedule of Saturday games will be 
printed four or five days ahead, 
which will afford to managers ample 
time to arrange a meeting and agree 
upon officials. 


Two Umpires, if Possible. 

If possible, it is suggested to agree 
upon two grown boys or men to um- 
pire the games. If two men are sée- 
lected, the teams may request them 
to alternate in their work on the 
bases and behind the plate. 

Because the decisions of umpires 
will remain final, the managers of 
the school teams are urged to select 
officials whom they know to be com- 

nt. 
ae’ team at any time before or dur- 
ing a game may ask to see the card 
of an opposing player, about whom 
there may be some doubt. The cap- 
tain of the team may also ask that 
the player suspected of being & 
“ringer’ sign his name to a piece of 
paper. Should this signature fail to 
correspond with the one on his card, 
a protest may be filed. 
As sated Rule 6, however, no 
will be considered unless 
es are filed by at least three 
rs of a team and at least one 
outside or disinterested party wit- 
nessing the game.

With the coming of spring the aver- 
age man, whether he has the price or 
not, gets an insatiable, an unappeasa- 
ble hunger for an automobile.

But since the 
motor car has become a perfected ve- 
hicle, which you do not. have to “get out 
and get under,”’ the sing to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, and since the 
price has come down almost to the level 
of any man’s pocketbook, any man and 
every man wants one, and ‘his wife 
wants one harder than he does. 

With this psychological condition ex- 
isting, and with brilliant weather prom- 
ised by the weather man, the wise men 
in the automobile business are pre- 
dicting a greater number of sales dur- 
ing the 1914 season than ever before 
known in this section. Already the sell- 
ing has begum and hundreds of possible 
buyers are beginning to ‘“nosé around” 
the salesrooms, fearful to make known 
their ambitions to own a car lest they 
be persuaded to buy before they are 
ready. 

There are represented in St. Louis 88 
gasoline pleasure cars, 10 electric pleas- 
ure cars and two or three cycle cars. 
It is safe t» assume that, if Sunday is 
as bright a day as the weather man 
says it will be and the public hopes it 
will be, there will be 88 makes of gaso- 
line cars, 10 makes of electric cars and 
all of the cycle cars out demonstrat- 
ing to prospective customers. Some of 
the dealers will have two or three dem- 
onstrators, and none will have less than 
one out showing its gaits and its graces 
to prospective buyers. 

It has become possible to show cars 
on the roads around St. Louis to better 
advantage during the past 12 months 
than ever before. The highways through 
St. Louis and adjoining counties have 
been put in excellent condition, all the 
bumps and ruts eliminated and oil used 
on most of them, so that the driving is 
almost perfect. 

Indicating the advance of the auto- 
mobile in this country, which is the 
most phenomenal ever attained by any 
of the great industries, it is shown by 
an official report just issued by the 
Chicago Association of Commerce that 
the people of the United States will 
spend for automobiles during 1914 the 
sum of $600,000,000. Investigations made 
by the same body show that the per- 
centage of purchases of motor cars with 
money that should have gone for bread, | 


is sO small as to be unworthy of atten- 
tion in the big figuring.

BAD WEATHER BOOSTED 
MOTOR TRUCK SALES 


‘The unusual severity of the past 
winter has, in my apinion, been one of | 
the largest factors in the big increase 
over any similar period in the number 
of motor trucks that were bought and 
placed in operation in this country,” 
says G. W. Edwards, manager of the 
General Motors Truck Co., St. Louls 
branch, 

“It seems that these two things have 
largely run parallel—severe weather and 
motor truck sales. In fact, business 
concerns in many instances simply had 
to buy motor trucks in order to get 
theif goods delivered on time, keep their 
customers satisfied and meet competi- 
tion of other concerns in the same line 
of business. 

“The contrast between horse efficiency 
and motor truck efficiency in transpor- 
tation work was never before so clearly 
demonstrated as during recent winter 
months. Concerns that used horses 
found their delivery department often 
crippled, while the users of motor 
trucks kept their goods moving on 
schedule, practically the same as in 
other months of the year. The best evi- 
dence, of course, has been furnished 
by those concerns that employ both 
motor trucks and horses. Investiga- 
tions made and statistics compiled show 
that trucks working side by side with 
horses—the ideal way, after all, to 
make comparisons—gave far better ser- 
vice at a ruch less delivery cost than 
the horses. 

“While horses slipped down on. icy 
streets and horse vehicles were stuck 
in the deep snows, motor trucks ran 
along as usual, adhering to their sched- 
ule. Storms and blizards made no dif- 
ference in the performances of trucks, 
as is shown by reports coming from 
New York, New England and other 
sections where transportation facilities 
were hard hit and, in some respects, 
were completely paralyzed.”’

CONTROL AT WHEEL 


One of the distinctive features of the 
Stearns-Knight line this year ig the 
steering column control,of carburetor, 
ignition system, electric lights and Klax- 
on horn. The novelty of the Stearns- 
Knight arrangement is not so much in 
the idea—although the feature is not a 
common one—but in the neatness and 
compactness with which it has been 
worked out. 

There is nothing clumsy or unsightly 
about the control arrangement to de- 
tract from the appearance of the car. 
Outwardly it consists of a small cylin- 
drieally shaped box with slightly conica! 
top and bottom, surrounding the steer- 
ing column just under the wheel. From 
opposite sides of this box project two 
small, flat levers and from the bottom 
four small buttons. 

One of the levers controls the amoun’ 
of air in the carburetor mixture, whil: 
the other controls the ignition system 
These levers operate through rods lo- 
cated between the outer casing and th« 
steering column proper, in which space 
the wires of the lighting circuits are 
also enclosed, the latter being securely 
held by blshings to obviate any possi- 
bility of chafing. 

The small pull-and-push buttons con- 
trol the four principal lighting circuits 
—head, side, tail and cow!l-lights.

By admitting these cars it 
was thought that a higher speed race 
would be produced, That this was 
unnecessary was evidenced by the 
performance of not only Pullen’s Mer- 
cer, but also for the cars of the same 
make driven by Wishart and Oldfield,

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HIS BACKYARD 
FLOCK PAYS HIM 


Man. Who “Has Not-Lost Any- 
thing’. Warns Against 
Dreams of Wealthy. 

By E. W. DETERMANN 


‘Of Vincennes, Ind, 
Have you ever read advertisements 


to the effect that hundreds of dollars 
can be made raising poultry, right at 
your home, in your back yard? (Like 
the mushroéom and ginseng promises.) 
I believe I speak for bundreds who 
have tried the venture, that big money 


cannot be made in poultry raising on a 
small scale, special cases excepted. With 
me it is a fancy and at least I have 
not lost any money in the venture and 
it is nice to have a fresh-laid egg and 
a springer that you,.raised, according 
to-your own notion, and the whole is 
fe orth while to raise pouitry of your 
Cwn. 4 : 

| The main thing, however, is to run 
the hennery on a scientific bgpis. First. 
get standard-bred.. birds that were 
hatched in March ard if possible from 
hens that are 2 years old, mated with 
u-male 1 year old.: As for myself, I 
like the barred Plymouth Rock the 
best, as it seems, taking many points 
in consideration, to be the best for a 
back yard. 

Feeding is expensive if you have to 
buy the re&dy-mixed poultry food or 
grain. Table scraps are good, especially 
if it contains a little meat; this will 
lessen the expense. An especially good 
food is sprouted oats, especially ir 
winter time. This is relished by young 
and old and the hen wi!l compensate 
you by laying an extra egg when they 
cost § cents each. 

Variety of food is the essence of suc- 
cess. .Housing is another point worthy 
of consideration. The more snugly they 
gre housed, especially in winter, the 
better for them, although the house 
should have good front ventilation to- 
ward the south. Do not forget to give 
plenty of fresh water. Cleanliness. is 
important, especially where chickens are 
confined. 

Chicks should not be fed for the first 
4@-or 48 hours, as enough yolk is: re- 
tained in them for nourishment for that 
period. Then I feed them hard-boiled 
eggs, crumbled up with shell, for the 
first three days, with a little dry bread 
crumbs, then ordinary good chick feed, 
containing less than 39 per cent of corn. 
Later a little lettuce, cabbage, sprouted 
oats, ground bone, shorts, bran, charcoal 
and. grit. 

The point is not to feed them soft or 
sloppy food, as so many do, or use to 
e| do, vas this often causes white diar- 
rhea that is contagious and often de- 
stroys an entire flock. 

Success can be attained by close appli- 
cation, by keeping poultry in a back 
yard. It is a venture like any other 
business, the closer you watch it the 
more success you will achieve. Neglect 
means ruin.

Make Chicks Scratch, 
It Means Good Health 


As exercise is essential to the health 
of chickens, evérything possible should 
be done to induce activity from the 
time they are 3 days old. Their quar- 
ters should be littered to a depth of 
two inches with short cut clover or al- 
falfa, and in this litter most of their 
food should be scattered or buried. 

Soft food should always be fed in 
troughs, not scattered in the litter, but 
all foods that are fed in a dry state 
should be thoroughly mixed in the lit- 
ter. When this is done, the chickens 
are forced to scratch for their food and 
exert themselves or remain hungry, 
which overcomes one of the greatest 
drawbacks in the artificial methods of 
brooding chickens. 

The chicks without a natural mother 
have a tendency to remain inactive— 
they will crouch in a corner of the 
brooder, drink too much water and eat 
too much soft food when no exercise 
is provided. The lack of exercise is 
largely responsible for the vast number 
of chicks that are lost every year, and 
the breeder whd keeps his chicks act- 
ive from morning until night is the one 
who makes a success of artificial rear- 
ing. 

Many brooders are made in two sec- 
tions without an outside run, which is 
indispensable. in successful rearing. A 
brodd of 50 chicks should have a run at 
least four feet square attached to the 
brooder, and in this run they should be 
made to scratch in litter for all of the 
dry food they get.

Long Fight Over Equipment For 
New Building-Causes Stormy 
Meeting. 


ONE MEMBER _ DISSENTS 


Commission Will Approve Ma- 
terials, and Missouri Products 
Will Likely Be Used. 


After a long-drawn-out discussion 
among the members, the Capitol Com- 
mission of Missouri yesterday approved 
the subcontract of the Hanley-Casey 
Co. of Chicago for installation of the 
mechanical equipment in the new Cap- 
itol building at Jefferson City. 

The approval of the subcontract was 
strongly opposed by J. A. C. Hiller, one 
of the commission. His principal ob- 
jection was that it was going to out- 
siders, in violation of the spirit of the 
law which provides that Missouri ma- 
terials be used in construction of the 
building wherever possible. 

The subcontract was let to the Han- 
ley-Casey Co. by K. C. Gill of Cleve- 
land, successful bidder on.the general 
contract. He has authority to let all 
subcontracts, subject to approval of the 
commission. 

Fight Is Bitter. 

The four members of the commis- 
sion, E. W. Stephens, Theodore Lacoff, 
A. A. Speer and Mr. Hiller, met at the 
Planters Hotel Thursday night to pass 
on the Hanley-Casey subcontract. -Ow- 
ing to the bitterness of the fight over 
the approval of the contract, it was 
not untib 4:30 p. m. yesterday. that the 
commission finished its work and ad- 
journed to meet next Wednesday in 
Jefferson City. No statement will be 
given out relative to the St. Louis 
meeting, but the minutes will speak for 
themselves as soon as they are en- 
tered. 

The minutes will show who voted for 
the contract, and who against it. As 
Hiller announced before the meeting 
that he would oppose the approval of 
the contract, it is apparent that the re- 
mainder of the members voted in favor 
of it. The contract will amount, in 
round figures, to about $245,000, 

Has Power to Specify. 

The impression prevails, from state- 
ments dropped by different members of 
the commission and contractors solicit- 
ing orders. for materials, that the Han- 
ley-Casey Co. will be required to pur- 
chase most of the materials from Mis- 
souri manufacturers or jobbers. The 
commission intends to require that> all 
materials used in fulfilling the con- 
tract shall be approved before they are 
installed. In this way the commission 
will have the power practically to spec- 
ify Missouri materials. 

There was no discussion of the stone 
to be used in the building. The com- 
mission had previously declared that it 
would not accept stone from the Ste. 
Genevieve quarries, from .which Gill 
had made arrangements to get it. 


MOTHERS TO BE TAUGHT 
HOW TO REAR BABIES 


Visiting Nurse Association In- 
structing Parents and Their 
Older Children. 


A new and interesting department 
of work recently has been entered 
into by the Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion, through an auxiliary board, 
i\which takes care of babies. 

The object of the board is to edu- 
cate mothers to care for babies in the 
right way. This includes instruction 
in how to bathe a baby, how to feed 
him and the kind of food to give, and 
how to use the scales in weighing. 

In connection with the educational 
work done with the parents, “Little 
Mothers’ Clubs” are formed in the 
neighborhoods. These are made up 
of young children in the families 
where there are babies. They are in- 
structed in caring for the baby much 
in the same way as the mothers, and 
made efficient helpers in the house- 
holds. 

Daily visits by the trained nurses 
of the association are made to the 
homes where there are new babies. 

The. officers of the board are Mrs. 
Edmund Brown, chairman: Mrs. John 
W. Day, first vice-president; Miss Eli- 
zabeth Moore, secretary; Mrs. F. W. 
Shipley, treasurer. Mrs. J. B. Shap- 
leigh, 4950 Berlin avenue, president 
of the association states that the 
board is seriously nandicapped in its 
undertaking in behalf of the child 
life of the poor communities, by lack 
of necessary funds.

The military authorities of 
France reckon, according to a prohibitienist journal, 
that France loses an army corps each year through un- 
fitness traced to alcohol. Gen. Gallifet, “in an inter- 
view, after remarking tlat all serious wounds meant 
death to a drinking soldier, affirmed that the French 
race was losing in height, physical foree and morale,” 
because of its over-indulgence in alcohol. “, 

The result has been that the French army has seri- 
ously underta’' en the task of instructing the soldiers 
on the influence of alcohol on heredity, predisposition 
to disease and its effects in retarding the healing of 
weunds. This bas been done under direct orders of the 
Minister of War. Temperance groups are being or- 
‘apized in all regiments, with lectures and anti-alechd! 
lite ature proviced. 

. Seheols have been organized at the various depart- 
mental headquarters. They are attended by officers and 
enlisted men. _Leectures and object lessoms are given 
by Captains and Léeutenants. Placards are posted about 
the camp warring the men of the evil effects of alcd- 
hel. The Government issues an anti-aleohol catechism 
te each soldier. The book was written by an army offi- 
eer. In addition, the Government has prohibited the 
sale of distillel liquors in army canteens. 


German officials of the Baltic fleet have issued or- 
ders that no wore grog shall be issued.to the crews. 
Count von Haeseler, commander of the Sixteenth German 
Army Corps at Metz and Gen. von Lindequist, command- 
ante of the Eighteenth Corps, have prohibited the sale of 
spirits in the canteens. Sixty-eight officers and two 
Admirals in the navy have joined the fotal abstinence 
league, Gen. vou Deimling, hero of the Herrero African 
campaign, bas joimed a similar league.

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Scientists Getting Clews tothe Mystery of Electricity

NE of the world’s great unsolved mysteries is this: What is 
electricity? We know it will give us light, run machinery 
and do scores of other things. But we cannot see it nor 

weigh it. It is as invisible as a thought. It ezists—but how? We 
know the earth is a magnet—but why? The foliowing article tells 
what several investigators have concluded after years of study and 
research, 

And incidentally, the theory generally accepted that the sun is a 
molten, burning globe is in danger of demolition. 


HE attitude of the scientific world has, for several months, ween 
turned toward the great American observatory on Mount Wilson, 
where George E. Hale, the director, has been making a series of 


experiments. 


And another thing: Investigators are beginning to doubt that 
ihe sun is a molten globe radiating enormous heat by com- 
bustion—Conditions which seem to show that if may be. cold 


of attraction and’ repulsion soon after the current was turned off. This establiched 
beyond dispute that there was some connection between magnetism and electricity, 
but just what,. nobody has been able to discover. 

One of the earliest of the magnetic phenomena a student discovers, is what is 
called “polarization.” That is, if you take a bar magnet, one end of it will attract 
iron particles and the other will then repel the same particles. The poles, were 
for convenience named North and South, and usually designated as N and S. It 
was discovered that two N poles have no attraction for each other and that two 
S poles have no attraction for each other, but that an N pole always has an at- 
traccion for .an §S pole. 

Unless deflected by some other nagnetic force, the point of a compass will 
always point approximately north. The north magnetic pole is not identical with 
the north geographic pole. But the proximity has led scientists to believe that 
there is some connection between the two. North of the equator, the compass 
needle dips slightly towards the earth, the dip increasing the further north one 
goes. South of the equator the reverse occurs until, close to the south magnetic 
pole, the needle is almost standing on one end, the point away from the earth. 

From this was deduced a conclusion that the entire earth was a magnetic field, 

one theory being that the whole earth-field was the total of all 


Already the results have been such as to warrant 

Hale in declaring he has apparently -discovered 

that the sun, the greatest orb in our heavens, 

source of heat and light, is also the greatest single magnet. 

While the evidence upon which his conclusions are based seems 

to be complete, he is continuing the investigation to make sure 
there is no error. 

The work has been done at enormous éxpense for special 
apparatus. Scientists are a unit, however, in the belief that the 
results have more than justified the expenditure, as the answer 
to one of the greatest riddles of the universe has been brought 


much nearer. \ 

it has long been believed that there has been a connection 
between the earth's rotation’ and its'magnetism. With the sun 
proven a magnet, there seems to be no reason to doubt that ail 
the planets are also magnets and that they may derive their 
magnetic power from their rotation. Once this is accepted as 
fact, it will open up infinite new fields of philosophic speculation. 


This opens to the imagination a picture of the universe as a 
huge dynamo, the various planets swinging around their suns, 
each wrapped about its own magnetizing and magnetized coil and 
generating an all-pervading ‘electric fluid. Thus the world, Saturn, 
Mercury, Mars, and the rest of them, transforming force into the terms of elec- 
tricity, find within themselves sources Of energy, heat and light. And this, re 
peated in hundreds of other solar systems, each group consisting of a great sun 
and many satellites, makes of space a never-ending source of supply of that most 
mysterious thing in the world—electricity. 
Vagarists have already gone far into pure speculation. One man has evolved 
a theory in which he reasons that the sun derives its heat and light from 
electricity and-is not itself hot. Another 
has evolved a whole doctrine of what might 
be called electric pantheism. To be sure, 
neither of these men relies much on the 
accepted principles of physics, but no one 
ever knows when the accepted theories 
will be no longer accepted: 

Just exactly what magnetic force is, 
nobody is really sure. In the beginnings 
of science, it was known that: certain 
metals had the power of attracting or re- 
pelling others. Next the mariner’s compass 
was discovered. Then it was found that 
one. bit of magnetic metal would impart 
its power of magnetism toe another which, 
in turn, became a magnet for a greater 
or less time. 

Then it. was discovered that if one took 
a bar of soft iron, wrapped an insulated 
wire around it in a given direction, and 
turned on. an electric current, the bar of 
iron became a magnet. It lost its power

the earth’s smalb magnetie fields. Whether this condition was 
peculiar to our own planet or was shared by the other planets 
was not, of course, known. 

The recent field of solar investigation was opened up by one 
of those “scientific accidents,’ which, apparently trivial. in 
themselves, have often led to the most important discoveries. 
This particular accident was that a scientist who picked up a 
photegraph of a solar eclipse taken at the Yerkes observatory, 
May 28, 1900, found something in the sun’s corona that remind- 
-ed him of a picture of magnetized iron filings. 

To learn what happens to filings when they are magnetized, 
one has only to try a simple little experiment. Let him scatter 
a spoonful of filings on a piece of cardboard and then hold the 
board over a bar magnet. If he will tap the bar with his finger, 
he will observe that they seem to have grouped themselves into 
a series of whorls around a center. While the curves will be 
much involved, they will seem to follow some general system. 

Now when the sun was in total eclipse, a nebulous white cloud 
was seen around the edges of the shadow. This is what is 
called the corona, or irregular, radial streams of light. In the 
Yerkes photograph such a striking resemblance between their whorls and those 
of the iron filings was noticed, as to lead astronomers into wondering whether 
they wére not produced by the same general cause. 

Already a fheory had been advanced, in the earth’s case, that magnetism might 
be accounted for as the effect of rapid revolution of electrons within.a molecule 
of matter. From this it was argued that every molecule, therefore, would tend, 
by gyrostatic action, to set itself with its axfS parallel to the earth's axis and that 
the earth’s magnetic field would result ‘rom the combined effect of all the molecules. 


To test this theory fully by experiments 
would have required the construction of 
a body big enough and that could be ro- 
tated fast enough. It sounds simple, wiren 
put that way, but it is not so simple after 
all, There isn’t a laboratory anywhere on 
earth that could accommodate such a 
body at such a velocity. 

In such things as this, scientists have 
the advantage over the rest of humanity. 
When what they want can’t be found on 
earth, they look for it in the heavens. 
This time, they determined to make use 
of the sun. 

Their first requirement was an adequate 
spectrograph, such was not then in exist- 
ence. It was the construction of this in- 
strument at Mount Wilson that cost se 
much money and took so much time. The 
basic principles of the machine are those 
of the spectrum and the telescope.

may compare with the American 

ditch in grandeur and audacity of 
undertaking. It is announced that, in the vast distance 
of 6944 miles between the no: theast and southwest cor- 
ners of the second largest continent only a small gap of 
682 miles remains te be bridged. Within two years the 
traveler may hear in Alexandria the cry of “All aboard 
for Cape Town!” and climbing in his compartment may 
begin, over a single system of rails and steamboats, a 
. continuous journey from the Mediterranean to the Cape 
of Good Hope. 

The Panama Canal is a romance of the con-. 
quest of tropical disease and of machinery of 
giant power and hugeness. -The Cape-to-Caire 
railroad has also its warfare on sleeping sickness, 
but it is a remance of civilized man’s victory over 
the most savage country now left on the globe. 
a country still infested by the strongest. and fierc- 
est of wild beasts. 

On one occasion a construction. train was puf- 
fing along with a heavy trainload of material near 
Gwelo, when a full-grown lion was ° sighted 
stretched across the tracks and basking comfort-. 
ably in the sun. 

The engine whistled, but the brute only looked 
up lazily and di* not move. The engineer and 
fireman attempted to drive him away by pelting 
him with billets of wood, but in vain. The engine 
had come almost to a standstill when the lion lost 
his temper. He took a sudden spring at the en- 
gine; no doubt regarding it as some new species 
of ev#’xy, and scratched viciously at its smooth 
surfac.. seeking to find a place in which to sink 
his claws. Again and again the beast sprang, 
but slipped snarling each time to the ground. 

The engineer then realized that the best thing 
to do was to put on full steam ahead. He did so, 
with the result that the lion—a magnificent speci- 
men—was cut to pieces under the wheels. 

Marauding elephants, as if they had the saga- 
city te recognize that the coming of the parallel 
lines oi steel spelis the end of their wild reign, 
have torn up the rails, pulled down telegraph 
wires and upset the telegraph poles. The en- 
gineers have frequently come along, only to find 
all of their workmen up trees, where they had 
sought shelter from wild beasts. ~ 

In Rhodesia, particularly, lions were th3 cause 
of anxiety to both workmen and engineers, and 
strong palisades had to be built about the con- 
struction camps to prevent the men from being 
carried off in their sleep. 

Cattle, also, had to be protected with specially con- 
structed corrals. One engineer, it is related, grew tired 
of venison from the bush and longed for that British 
reliance, a._ mutton chop. So he brought up, at much 
expense, a flock of 16 sheep and placed them in what 
was thought to be a lion-proof stockade. That very 
night two lions broke into the corral and killed every 
one of the sheep, growling and roaring with a noise 
that could be heard for miles. 

At one place, on the Kafu River, the railroad crosses 
on a bridge 1900 feet long. The bridge is beside a ford, 
where the natives still drive their cattle over. From 
locomotives on the bridge crocodiles, with which the 
river is infested, have been seen to drag down cattle 
and even men, and to disappear beneath the surface with 
or ee. . 

Four workmen were spiking down rails in broad dav- 
light, when two lions sal- 


sands of these, 20 to 60 feet high, had te 
from the right of way. 


“The trip through Barotseland,” the same traveler 
tells, “is more enlivening than any circus that ever 
put up canvas. All along the lines are fields -of corn, 
with -rude towers, on top of which natives constantly sit 
on guard to drive off the herds of wild pigs which raid 
the crops by night, and the troops of baboons which 
descend upon them by day. Many of these baboons are 
six feet tall and weigh 200 pounds. There are few 
more extraordinary sights than seeing a score or more 
of them slipping away after raiding a farmer's corn- 
field and sweet potato patch, their spoils tucked under 
their arms, for all the world like so many naughty 
schoolboys.” . 

Stroll three miles up or-down the Zambezi from the 
railroad bridge, and one can see hippos as easily as if 
in a zoological garden. In Northwest Rhodesia, herds of 
bush buck and zebras and flocks of ostriches, scamper

away at sight of the train. Lying in his up-to- 
date sleeping berth at night, the traveler may. 
hear the nearby roaring of lions, and see the 
big bonfires with which the construction gangs 
protect themselves, 

A dining car conductor, while. the train was 
(halted on a lonely siding, cried excitedly: “Look 
over there!”’ From over a screen of bushes, 
gearcely a biscuit’s throw away, five giraffes 

craned their necks and stared at the diners 
curiously. 

Through such primeval surroundings the 
Cape-to-Cairo railway has forced its trresistible 
way—through jungles snd forests, over moun- 
tuins and rivers, through lairs of wild beasts 
and of men scarcely less wild—-for the project 
was driven, even after his death, by one of the 
strongest wills ever bestowed upon man—by the 
will of Cecil John Rhodes, in whose imperial 
vision arose the dream of a trunkline railroad 

' from Cairo to Cape Town, under the British 
flag all the way.. 

The trail of steel rails, which his imagination 
blazed, passes through regions romantic and 
picturesque enough to arouse a thrill in even a 
dull man. One may begin his journey in 1916 at 
Alexandria, founded by Alexander the Great. As 
he approaches Cairo he will see the\misty out- 
lines of the Pyramids. At Lixor he will pass 
beneath the shadow of ruined Thebes, an 
ancient city before Athens and Rome were born. 


At Khartoum, peering through the blue-glass 
windows which protec' the eyes from the-glare 
of the tropical sun, he may see the statue of 
Gordon, looking northwards across the 
desert in search of the white helmets that 
came too late. 

At thé Zambezi River he will witness one of the won- 
ders of the world, the Victoria Falls, almost as long as 
from Broadway to Jefferson avenue, St. Louis, and twn 
and a half times as high as Niagara Falls. There Rhedes 
built his bridge, the highest in the world, “‘to cross the 
river so close to the falls,” he directed his engineers, 
“that the travelers will have the spray in their faces.” 
His English engineers declared that the thing could not 
be done. Rhodes employed Americans and travelers 
have to close the. train windows to keep from being 
drenched by the spray. 

At Kimberley the tourist will see the pits from 
which the women of the earth are supplied with dia- 
monds, and at Johannesburg the mountains from which 
cemes one-third of the world’s gold supply. 

And finally, after his train has come to a halt under 
the glass roof of the Victoria Terminal in Cape Town. 
the travelef may make a 
p'lgrimage to the slope of

HE first great dreadnought of the air has 
been completed in Kussia and is making 
daily flights over St. Petersburg, its four 
big engines driving two 24-foot propellers

Saving Time and Trouble in Offices 


MERICA has for many years led all other nations 

in the variety and scope of machines designed for 

office efficiency, and the year 1913 has brought forth 
some novelties in this line. 
A new adding machine 


a war machine that would 
make its armies invincible. 
The first model, at its 
try-out, lifted 11 persons 
110 feet in- the air and 
circled them around an air- 
dome at a height of 100 
feet. Its four engines made 
a tremendous roaring. 
Encouraged by this suc- 
cess, Sikorski went to work 
immediately upon an even 
bigger model, in which some 
of the defects of the first 
one were to be corrected. It 
was not only to have seats

The new model was .even 
more successful than the 
first one. It was named the 
Ilya Mourementz. It had 
four motors of 100 horse- 
power each, two in front 
and two behind. The in- 
ventor declares that any 


has an adding capacity. of 
10,000,000 and a weight of 
16 1-2 pounds. It is a non- 
listing machine, retailed at 
$35; it adds, substracts and 
multiplies: is portable and 
can be placed close to books 
and papers. It has seven 
keys, an error-correcting de- 
vice and can be locked. 

Another adding machine 
has a “mezzanine” attach- 
ment, a keyboard on run- 
ways above the regular key- 
board, which is said to 
make easy the solution of 
intricate arithmetical oper- 
ations. 

An electric. calculating 
machine, automatic. after 
the necessary key has been 
depressed, multiplies, di- 
vides, and subtracts with 
astonishing speed. Errors 
are said to be preventable 
by means of a result-meter 
and a proof-meter. 

Another calculating ma- 
chine computes pay rolls, 
total time and .total . pay,

~ The complete independence 
of cach of the motors was 
shown in ‘a recent flight of 
-Sikorski’s airship. As it 
soared over St. Petersburg, 
one -of the engines became 
frozen and stopped. The avi- 
ators did not think of ending 
the flight just on that ac- 
eount. They -calmly thawed 
out the engine as they flew 
and, when it was in working 
order again, started it up as if nothing had happened. 
This flight lasted more than an hour and a half. 

In common with all other European countries, Russia 
is perhaps more interested in the aeroplane as a war 
‘machine than anything else. Russia is actively. in- 
creasing its aerial fleet- and is sparing no expense. 
Only recently the Government appropriated $2,000,000 
for’ building and equipping small aeroplanes.

In the wide extent 
of modern battlefields, usually-many miles, such a thing 
would be of inestimable value. if 2000 men could -be 
carried, -say 60 miles, in a s.ngle flight and if a dozen 


or more flights could be made -in a single day, it 


would mean that a very large military. force—enough 
to decide a battle—could be transported in an incredibly 
short: time. 

Outside of any question of transport service, it would

explosives could be carried. Such a squad might. operate 
far into the enemy’s lines, blowing up bridges, mining

A silly old priest from Montergis, who was among the 
company, treated the young rascal to a bottle of wine 
in honor of the jest and grimaces with which it was 
accompanied, and swore on his own white beard that 
he had been just such another irreverent dog when he 
was Villon’s age. ; 

The air was raw and pointed, but not far below freez- 
ing, and the flakes were large, damp and adhesive. The 
whole .city was sheeted up. An army might have 
marched from end to end and not a footfall given the 
alarm.

Fhis, surely, is a great forward step in the investigation 
of the unknown—of psychic phenomena! If once we could 
open up communication with the spiritual world by this 
.Means, it would soon be proved. And a word, just here, 
as to the theoretical possibility of such a thing-—~which 
may strike the reader as “impossible” at first sight. 

We ordinarily suppose that “spirits” (even granting that 
they exist) cannot influence or affect our material world. 
In this we are, probably, quite right—they cannot. They 
manipulate their particular forms of energy; and we, ours. 
But suppose that an energy common to the two worlds 
should be discovered—an energy, i. e., which both spiritual 
and material beings could utilize and manipulate—we . 
should then have direct communication by this means. The 
man who discovers what this energy is will go down in 
history as the greatest discoverer of all time—besides whom 
Darwin and Edison and Kant and Archimedes will shrink 
into comparative insignificance! 

So there is nothing “impossible” in this theory of direct 
instrumental communication. Has it actually been done? 
The reports of these two Dutch physicists are certainly 
very striking; the experiments were very carefully con- 
ducted, and covered a number of years.

The spectrum is of invaluable aid to science. By 
means of it the chemical composition of all the burning 
gases of the sun ean be ascertained. A given chemical 
when reduced to gas and the gas is ignited will show a 
given spectrum, unlike any other. 
Spectrograph pictures of the sun already had shown 
that there:were magnetic fields on its surface, around 
the so-called sumspots. But no machine had been con- 
structed that would catch the fine details of a picture 
that would show whether there was a general magnetic 
field around the whole planet. If such a machine could 
be built, it was believed, it would phetograph self-lumi- 
nous fields aroupd the planet that would show whether 
there was any general magnetic field, as indicated in 
_ the Yerkes photograph of the corona. 
First a 150-foot tower telescope was constructed. It 
was arranged in such a way that its reflections should 
be thrown upon the glass of a 75-foot spectrograph. The 
spectrograph was put in a pit, the lens 
_ being at the bottom of a well about 80 feet deep. The 

slit of the spectrograph on which the images fell was 
about three feet above the ground. Still below the 
collimating lens was a grating, or apparatus on which 
the breaking up of light rays is done on a large scale 
and to it was attached a photgraphic device. All this 
meant that a single ray of light had to go through near- 
ly 200 feet of costly apparatus before it could be broken 
up into particles fine enough for the purposes of this 
delicate operation. 


A complete description of the apparatus, with its 
Nicol. prism and all the rest of it, would have to be soe 
technical as to.be almost incomprehensible to the un- 
Skilled reader. What it finally does is to leave on a 
photographic plate a photograph of the spectra, divided 
into incredibly small secticas. 

Thousands of plates were paetonraphet in this man- 


ner before Dr. Hale, who had been in personal chars of 
the experiments, announced any conclusions. Then he 
declared the evidence seemed sufficient te prove that 
observed displacements had been caused by magnetic 
fields in the sun. Furthermore, he did not think these 
disturbances could be explained by the magztietic dis- 
turbances around the sun spots. 

“Disregarding, for the reasons already stated,” Dr. 
Hale says in summing up the results, “the hypothesis 
of local whirls, we are led to seek the source of the 
sun’s magnetism in its avial rotation. The north mag- 
netic pole of the sun lies at or near the notth pole of 
rotation.” 

Hale’s discoveries have led ‘to the promulgation .of 

seme startling theories by several scientists. One of as 
the most interesting of these would upset all the ac- 
cepted ideas of the celestial phenomena, for it declares 
that the sun is not hot at all, bat that the earth’s heat 
and light are caused by electric rays. These rays, it 
is argued, acting upon the resistance of the earth’s at- 
mosphere as the electricity fn an incandescent lamp acts 
upon the carbon filament, produces a friction which, in 
turn, preduces heat and light. 

Accerding to this theory, the sun is a cold, solid 
mass, radiating electrie energy throughout the universe. 
If one were beyond the earth’s atmosphere at noon, he 
would nething but an icy void of illimitable biack- 
ness. might progress until he reached the very at- 
mosphere of the sun itself, if this hypothesis is correct, 
without a gleam of light or a touch of heat.’ - 


In addition to the magnetic theory, two principel argu- 


ments are presented by those holding to this point of 
view. One is that if the sun is in a state of combustion 
it must have burnt itself out long ago, in the aeons 
science ascribes to its existence; the other is that ter- 
restrial phenomena cannot be explained by the sun- 
combustion theory. Both of these horns of the dilemma 
are presented in a recent magazine article -by. Edwin 
Fairfax Nulty, an advocate of the electricity theory. 
In the first place, Nulty argues, if the sun were made 
of the best steam coal and were burning up, this coal 
would all be consumed within 5000 years. In the second 
place, he argues that the combustion theory will: not 
explain why, if the sun radiates heat, an equatorial 
mountain three miles high. which he names in Ecuador,

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therefore less heat and light. He points out that on 
summit of such a mountain one can look without 
ing into the sun, and says that this proves there is | 
light as well as less heat. 

Accepted science puts this aside with another explana- 
tion. It is that the atmosphere of the earth acts just 

the roof of a greenhouse does. That is, when the 
sun’s heat penetrates to the earth, it is caught and 
imprisoned by the atmospheric envelope. At the sum- 
mit of the mountain the envelepe is thinner, conse- 
quently more heat escapes intc space, and the tempera- 
ture falls. 

Edwin Fairfax Nulty, who recently wrote a magazine 
article in defense of the electricity theory, argued that 
there are two important forces in our solar system and 
that the sun is a combined dynamo and generator. The 
magnetic force of the system, he declared, flows to- 
wards the sun, ontering it at ita poles. These rays, com- 
ing from the North and South peles, meet at the center 
and set up a great electrical flow at its equator. This 
energy is thei thrown off from the sun in radiation. 

In other words, his argument is that the sun is a sort 
of heart of the entire system. That is, it draws mag- 
netic force in from the other planets and sends it forth 
again as electricity, as the human heart draws the 
vitiated fluid through the veins and pumps it forth 
again, to pass, vivified, re-energized, through the arterial 
system. 

It must be said that this electricity theory, although 

advocated from time to time for more than two decades, 
has never been accepted by orthodox scientists. It un- 
questionably leaves many things to be explained, such, 
for instance, as the phenomena of the solar spectrum, 
which appear to show conclusively that the sun is a 
great burning mass. But at any rate, its supporters are 
drawing considerable — from the recent discoveries 


of Hale.

WHAT EUROPE IS DOING TO ALCOHOL 


The great colleges of Europe are taking the leader- 
ship in the prohibition movement, according to Gor- 
don. At least, from the coHege professors and the stu- 
dents the most srdent advocates are obtained. A list of 
the distinguishei men of science who have gone on rec- 
ord against alcohol is remarkable. 

Among them are Prof. Demme of Berne; Prof. Kraepe- 
lin, Heidelberg; Prof. Smith and Dr. Gaule, Zurich; Dr. 
Philip N. Ekholm, Stockholm; Prof. Laitenin, Helsing- 
fors; Prof. Kassowitz, Vienna; Dr. Bertholet, Lausanne; 
Dr. Rubner, Berlin; Dr. von Bunge, Basel; Dr. Schnyder, 
Berne; Prof. Lutoslawski, Lemberg. Eight hundred 
German professors and physicians signed a statement 
which ended with this paragraph: | 

“We are convinced. that with the banishing of alcohol, 
Other causes of liiman misery would be easily sup- 
pressed, that abstinence would contribute essentially to 
the solution of the social question.”

Emile Vandervelde, leader of the Belgian Socialists, and 
Dr. Victor Adler, leader of the Austrian Socialists, are 
on record as unqualifiedly in favor of total abstinence. 

Russian trade unionists in 1910 organized themselves 
into development clubs, which printed 10,000 questions 
to be ‘used in an investigation of the liquor question, 
but the police mercilessly crushed the propaganda. The 
Socialist papers such as The Abstinent of Berlin and the 
Abstinente Arbeiter openly advocate teetotalism. Dutch 
Socialists have organized abstinence societies, as have 
the Swiss Socialists. Swedish Socialists have formed an 
organization with 23,000 members. In Finland a strike 
of 70,000 workingmen against alcohol was kept up 
for a year and resulted in the formation of the Red 
Guard, a society which led the movement by which the 
National Assembly twice voted for prohibition. The 
Norwegian Socialists in national assembly went on rec- 
ord as opposed to the use of intoxicants. 

German Socialists at the Leipzig Party Day in 1909 
called upon the people to boycott spirits in order to 
withdraw from the Government the money neces- 
sary for increase in armaments. After the resolution 
was passed, such leaders as Bebel, Molkenbuhr, Singer. 
Wengels and Pfannkuch signed a statement, declaring 
that “out of the pennies of the drinkers the aristocrat 
gets his wealth. In the tears and deprivations of women 
are laid the foundations of his pride and luxury. With 
every drop of brandy which goes down your throats, 
you pay tribute to your’ worst enemy. German workers, 
if you will no longer be Junkers’ serfs, avoid schnapps!” 

July 11, 1911, representatives of the Social Demo- 
cratic leagues of Germany, Austria and Switzerland, 
after an 11-hour debate in convention at Dresden, agreed 
on a common program. This indicated, as a final aim, 
the prohibition by popular vote of the production and 
traffic in alcohol drinks. In Munich, Budapest, Graz, 
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Basel, Remscheid and even in Paris and Rouen, Social- 
ists are freely circulating total abstinence literature. 

It is among the college students that the most zealous 
abstinence partisans are found. This information is au 
the more startling when the German university drinking 
customs are remembered. Yet even among the German . 
students abstainers are at work. In 1909 251 student cor- 
porations stood ready to admit abstainers and 103 had 
already admitted them. Yet a few years ago, an abstain- 
ing German student would have been a curiosity. 

Munich abstainers have organized a large and pros- 
perous society. A similar society at Heidelberg engages 
lecturers of international reputation. A group at Vien- 
na is growing rapidly and is spending money liberally 
in circulating literature. Prague students operate 16 
circulating temperance libraries. At Basel the abstain- 
ers’ society, called Libertas, gives big social events. 
Libertas at Berne has induced the faculty to give a 
course of lectures on alcoholism. Salubritas at Frei- 
burg has accomplished a similar work. Libertas in 
Geneva brings student lecturers, many of them Rus- 
sian. 

Stuttgart abstainers have formed clubs which take 
mountain-climbing jaunts at frequent intervals. All the 
important Scandinavian colleges have large colonies of 
abstainers. One of these societies numbers 1374 per- 
sons training to be teachers. The Northern societies are 
extending their propaganda into the common schoois. 
Members of a large Polish society have taken a “four- 
feld pledge” to abstain from alcohol, tobacco, gambling 
and sexual immorality. 

Throughout Europe the prohibitionists are working in 
the common schools, hoping to reach the children. The 
theory is that the children of today will be the voters of 
tomorrow. And it is doubtless this quiet missionary 
work which will be the biggest thing Old John Barley- 
corn will have to fight after all.

Rhodes’ ambition for an “all red” route, or one all 
the way under the British flag, was apparently frustrat- 
ed by the convention which established German East 
Africa directly across his proposed right of way. The 
line was to cross to the east of Lake Tanganyika. 
Rhodes went so far as to open negotiations with the 
Kaiser himself for the acquisition, by treaty or pur- 
chase, of a British zone through the German protecto- 
rate. Germany refused. 

Then the proposed line was boldly swept hundreds 
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of miles to the west, on the other side of the lake, so 
as to pass through the Belgian Congo. Only within the 
recent months, however, was the Belgian Government 
persuaded to cede a strip of land to Great Britain. This 
at last makes possible an “all red” route, without a 
break, from Alexandria to Cape Town. . 

Although the project is described as the Cape-to-Cairo 
railroad, only 4979 miles of the route will be by train. 
The remaining distance will be traveled by steam- 
boat. The various stages of the journey are described 
as follows: Cape Town to Bukama (by train), 2632 
miles; Bukama to Congola (by steamer), 398 miles; Con- 
gola to Kindu (by train), 217 miles; Kindu to Pointhier- 
ville (by steamer), 196 miles; Pointehrville to Stanley- 
ville (by train), 77 "miles; Stanleyville to Mahagi (by 
train), 683 miles; Mahagi to Kosti (by steamer) 1163 
miles; Kosti to Wady Halfa, via Khartoum (by train), 
815 miles; .Wady Halfa to Assuan (by steamer) 208 
miles; Assuan te Cairo (by train), 555 miles—in all 6944 
miles, or, if we add the journey from Cairo to the sea 
at Alexandria, a total of 7074 miles.

I prefer a 
hat with a small brim, as if caught in 
a storm one only has to turn down the 
brim and jam the hat well down on the 
head, and all necessity for a veil or other 
protection is done away with.

He remarked that the effectiveness of 
the glass eye as a disguise depended 
upon the size of the opening between 
the eyelids; when this was small it was 
usually so effective that many wearing 
glass eyes passed unremarked even by 
careful observers. But when the opening 
was wide the glass eye became the most 
marked feature of the face. Instead of 
being a disguise it seemed to make mani- 
fest the loss. There is usually a space 
between the eyelid and the iris of the 
glass eye, and there is always a deep 
hollow beneath the eyebrow and a lesser 
furrow in the lower lid. 

Dr. Harman’s operation consists in 
splitting both eyelids for a short dis- 
tance from the outer corner, drawing 
the cut edges together and sewing them, 
thus making the opening of the eye 
smaller.
